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PREFACE 


A ll histones of the Babmam and succeeding Slaliaminadan 
djudsties of the Dahhm hitherto published, have been based 
upon Finshtab ; but the history of the Bahmanl Kings •which 
I now introduce, is based upon theSnth&n l Ma,asir, by AH bin 
‘AzIz-tJllah Tab&taba — a irorl. written several years before 
Finshtah’s appeared Though the two authors were contem- 
poraries and probably met one another m Ahmadnagar, neither 
mahes any mention of the other* We may presume that they 
both had access to the same works of reference m compiling the 
Bahmani history , jet Eereral rcmarkahlediecrepancies are observ- 
able, especially m the names and genealogy of some of the kings 
here the diffeience occurs, the Bshman coins of the period — 
which are the most reliable evidence — corroborate the statement of 
our author, and negative that of Finshtah. Further evidence 
against hinshtah. is to be found in the TBskarat*uI*hIttl'hk — 
from which I have given several extracts — ■ and in extracts from 
T&rlkh-i Jab&n«JLrh and Sir&j-ul-Kulhb. The latter written 
in A H 821 (British Lio-Or 1961, fol &t> et seg audfol 34 — 
iide Dr Ricn’s Catalogue, p 1039 ) There may also be others 
which I have not yet seen 

The Stirhdn-t lfa,u?ir is essentially a history of the Niram 
Shahi dynasty of Ahmadnagar, and dentes its title from Bnrhan 
Nizam Shah II (A H 999-1003), the reigning sovereign, under 
whose auspices the work -was written The title is also a chrono- 
gram recording the year when the work was commenced, vn , 
A H 1000 (A D 1591), and the history is brought down to the 
latter part of A H 1004 (A D 1695 96)

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\s I have before reniarLed ^TnZtan Anfijuary, Vol XWII 
p 233), only three copies of this work are known to evist , and its 
extreme rarity doabtless aecdnats for its not haring previously 
been brought to notice The style of the Burhun i Ma asir is 
more ornate than FirishtaVs history , and in general coraplete- 
-ness 13 inferior to the latter , bnt, at the same time onr anthor m 
many instauces gives details not given by Firiahtah, and relates 
the same occurrences in a different way , so the one work serves 
as a useful complement to the other I have not thought it neces 
sary to point out all the points of difference, as it svonld make the 
piesent work too elaborate The reader can easily do that for 
himself , and with this and Bnggs* Translation of Firisl tah 
before him, he will have all the available raw material for a 
history of the Bahmanl Dynasty> as far as it can be gathered 
from Persian historical MSS 
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CHAPTER I 


Aocoimt of the Kings of Kalbnrg&^s ^ho, according to the 
most authentic accounts, ware eight individuals, the 
first of whom was 'AU-ud-Bln wa ad-Di;ny& AbU*l- 
Musaffar Sult&n Ha^an Shah al Wall al Bahmanl, 

Sult&n *Al&*ud«Dln Hasan Sh&h Gangfi,! Bahmanl was the 
first kmg, who m the Dakhin, the land of perpetual freshness 
(may God preserve it bo raised the standard of Islam, propa- 
gated the rights of the true faith, and overthrew infidelity 

Historians have related vanooa accounts of the origin of this 
king, and to relate them all would cause prolixity, so we pass 
them by» 

According to the statement of the author of the ^Aiydn-ut- 
Tawdnkh and other historians of the kings of India, the ancestors 
of this illustrioos sovereign traced their descent from Bahman 
and IsfandySr, and what is stated on the snbject in some hooka 
of genealogies which the author of these pages has seen is that 
Sult&Q Hasan was descended from Bahr&m Ofir, id the follow 
iDg way • —

tbe property of Slusalm 1113 Some treasure which had bedii sent 
m charge of one of the airtirs of Gujarat to +he Seat of government 
at Lihaur and Uilhi had been plundered] a great numbei of 
those accompanying it were killed, and the whole of then goods

Snltln TnJfhlak on hearing the news of this outbreak in

While on the way it occarred to Saltnc Toehlok Sh ih that tho 
district of Daulatub id being now free fiom the personal inflaence 
of Kutlagh in it was quite possible that the amirdn % /icrdah, 
having thu power to do so, might there also stir up Gujarit and 
laisc a rehcllioir To prevent this ho sent some of his amjrs to

In some histones of India it is stated that SiiltAn Haflan, before 
obtaining dominion over the Daklian, was enrolled among the 
tioopa of SuUAn Tuchlak Sh&h, who were employed in the defence 
of the BaUian, and when IsmA'il Mokh, who liad at first been 
raised to the throne, was fonnd unfit for it, the whole army 
united m exaltiog Snltln Hajan SbAh to the sovereignty of the 
Tlakhan.

When Salt&n Mnbaramad To^lak Sli4h arrived in GnjarAt, a 
number of those wbn had rebelled prepared to oppose him , o! 
these, some became food for the eworde of the Salhio's troops, 
and others proceeded to BaolaUbad and joined themselves to 
IsmA'U Mnkh and his followers. 

When SoltAn JIuljammad Tughlok, having fhiished repelling 
the violence of the amlri of QnjonU, heard of the rebclljon of the 
amirdn-i sadah of Paulatabld, he proceeded with Ins army in that 
direction. Israfi'll Mukh was ready for him, and formed line of 
battle in front of the SaltAn'e array j bat the latter being twice 
again as weak as the followers of Ismail Afghan, however much 
it attacked and retreated gamed no lasting advantage over them. 
At last, however, the army of the SnltAn gamed the victory, the 
DanlatAbAdis took to flight, and Ismiil Mnkh retired to the

AVhen AU'-od-Din Hasan became aware that be was being 
followed by the enemy, be laid in aoibnsb with a portion of Ins 
force, and saddenly attacking them killed ‘Imad-ml Mnlk, dis- 
persed bia army and pursuing the fugitives turned b^ck towards 
Hanlat ibiid 

"When the news of death of *Imnd al-Mnlk as well os lbs rout 
of his force ftud the approach of 'AhV-ud-Di'n Ha?an mid Lis 
followers reached the ears of the omiTi who were engaged in 
besieging Ismthl Ma^, they wavered, and being powerlers to 
resist they unavoidably nised the eiege of the fortress find took 
to flight. Ba«an then entered tbe city of Haulotobid in tiiutnph ; 
and lam&'Ll Huklt coming down from the fortresa of Devglr 
voluntarily and ghdly resigned the sovereignty in favour of 
Hasan , and abandoning the title of SalOin N i^tr-nd-Dm which 
had previously bees given him, called himself 8hams*ud>Dln. 

Ihe whole army and the popalftcc having unanimously consented 
to the sovereignty of *A14‘-ud«Dln Haean, at the ninth hour 
of Friday ihe 29th Sha‘ban, A. H. 748 (9rd Decembery A. D. 
1347), or — ■ according to one writer — on the 24th Eabl* II. of 
the year above mentioned (3rd Angast, A. D. 1347), he attained 
the object of his desires At the entreaty of IsraA*!! Hnldi and 
all the amfr* and the army the ruby coloured royal nmbrella Was 
raised over his headv and he was seated, nu the thtorjA of sove- 
reignty under the title of Saltftn 'AlA‘*ud«Dlxi Shfth 

al Wrtl al Babmaol. The amirs, ministers and generals vied 
with one another lo doing him honoui and praising him and 
swearing fealty to him, 

♦ The Saltan now apphed himself to the affairs of goTemroent 
and the occcpations of bis eabjectswitfa such ability and attention 
that the signs of hts il'ostnons iK.CKiiis embellishing tbe history 
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of tlic kings arc beymil compatafcion, and tbc mention of liis 
good qaalitios adorns the preface of the history of the kings 
powerfai as lleaven. In lit* day no tyrant hand strnck the 
knocker of disquietmlo on the door of ony subject, nor did the 
foot of any trader in oppiession tiead the iniici couit of the 
hoase of anyone with the step of molestation or hindrance. 

The SuUm sent some troops m pursuit of the amir$ of Jtiihani- 
mad Tnghlak nho had taken to flight. irho 

Was leader of the defeated army was killed and the remnant with 
much difficulty succeeded In saving their lives. 

When the Sul^Vn had thus finished repelling his ehemics, he 
turned his attention to those brave nnitrs who bad rendorod him 
good service m tho recent war, and conferred on each of them 
rank and dignity coirespouding to hts merit.

SuUSn Muhammad Tughlak, with his sou MoWmioail entered tho 
borvioe of Abi 1-Ma?aft ir SulUo ‘AU-ud-lMn Hasan Slilh and 
were honoured by the titles of ^ 7 «jah Jahan and Shir KhAn 
respectively.

Husain, who had attacked •Im«d*al-Mulk, obtained the title of 
Garsh'ifib, and was appointed Kur Beg-i Maisarah (Commander 
of Ibe Left Wing), 

■Mir Saku Bliams-ttd-'Din was appointed Ivur B&g-i Malmanah 
(Commander of tho Right Wing), „ 

Sbaiuf Fiirsj became ‘Umdoh ohMulkacd Bahir (Secretary). 

Kiai Jalil. who in Awadh (Oude) deserted from the scivnce of 
SulCm ilpliammad utter kilhn g one named Mukbil, governoy

of Awaclli, nod tbcn entered tlie service of Uio Snlt-in, recetred 
the tJtle of Kadai in, and hia sod M^ahammad became AzUdar 
Kh‘in. 

Several of the oniir* received the titles of “ KKW’ and ** Ilahk.’' 
A few retained thoir prenons titles. Several of tlie servants of 
the rojal court obtained employment as duians , thus Hnsam bm 
Till m became Treasurer, and the son of ^(ub irah tChan became 
Sapenntendenbof Ctepbants (shahuaU i/U) and Keepei of the Seals 
(daicut dilr) 

ilaliL Ghaliju became Saiyid-nl*Hajjib (Lord Cbambetlam). 

K izi Baba ud "Dm became Hajib-i Kajabab (Constable of tlio 
Gitj) 

Baalat Shih becarno Sh»hnab-i Birglli, and Sbalmb, Sil'ir*! 
Kbwiln. which in the DaLUant dialect is called “Chfisbulgir 

‘All Slilb became the Sar Pardab*d^> with a nomber of others 
under him 

Bach of the amli'i, watlrs and generals, according to Ins desert, 
was promoted to maLdiS andja^irr, obtaining towns and dutnete 
OQ feudal tenure, and kept op a proportionate army and retinue 

The Sultan haring despatched the amtrs to take pos6e<^ion of 
the country and organise the array, each of them proceeded to hia 
own district. Khwajah Jahin was sent to Kalburg'ih, Sikandar 
Kh Tm to Biuat, Kir KK'm to Koltur and Safdar Khan Snat'*Ahd 
to Sugar, which afterwards became known as Slghar, and Husain 
Garshasb to Kotjgtr. Other generals, by the boUan^s orders, 
proceeded to plunder and devastate the country of the infidels. 

‘Imld-ul-Vnlk and Mubarak Khan, by the Sultan's orders, 
went on a marauding expedition as far as the nver T.ivi [T ipfi], 
devastating the country of the Hindus, and beheaded any idol- 
•Morjhippers they found Among other districts they plundered 
that of (Uangri) and beheaded tbe enrsed Ramurtt, 

From that place they went to Janjfil (?), plundered tbe fori, and 
cutting oS tlio head of threw lua body on the ground. 

" A ta»Wf, a frefvaat wtioiie duty it » to watch over the hitchcn of prince^ and 
to taste ever) iliah brought to table an a eecnrity agaia’^t poison 
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OE the othernw?/-*, who, bj the Snltm's orders, had hastened 
off to tahe possession o£ th*ir respective districts, Garahasp, who 
had been sent to Kota?ir on the way received intelligence from 
Khandar of the Dakhan, now known es Zandhar, that a 
nomber of Turks of the army of Mahammad Tnghlat, ivho were 
in Kandliftr when they saw that 'Ala nd Dm had been confirmed 
in the sovereignty of the Dakhan, one night w ith a loud cry 
took possession of the fort of Kandhar and submitted themselies 
to the Sultan, and Ikraj being put to flight, went towards Bodan, 
and his people and family were made prisoners by the Turks 
The latter wrote a letter to this effect to Garshasp, and informed 
him of their submission to his anthority 

Garshasp was much pleasedVt hearing this news, and wrote 
them a letter, praising them foi what they bad done, and held 
out to them hopes of the king’s favour. He himself also hastened 
to Sandbar and the Turks went oat to give him a ceremonioas 
reception, and proffered their services 
From that place GarshSsp went to Koi&gir and laid siege to 
the fortes After some time the garrison called fora trace, and 
obtatned quarter. They delivered over the fortress, and of their 
own accord agreed to pay tnbate. YTben messengers brought 
this sews to the Saltsn he woe much gratified ; and by his orders 
the drums of rejoicing were beaten m the city, and all the people 
were glad. 

Saiyid Ils?i-nd-IWn Kutb al Malk, who bed gone towards 3fnn- 
dargS, proceeded by way of Bhilm and took possession of it. 
After that he turned towards Akalkot which he also succeeded 
in taking, and then returning to Mundftrgt gave it the name of 
Saiyid&b&d. Bach of the samtndari of that district who submitted 
to hiB rule he left in undisturbed possession of his feudal lands, 
and restrained his troops from plundenng his property , but 
any who dispated hia Rathority, their country and goods were 
plundered, and they and tboee under them put to deatlw. Not- 
withstanding the smallness of his force he succeeded in gaming 
possession of three or four celebrated fortresses

in that direction, but ou turned aside to the foit of 

Ealy&n, and for nearljr fifty d^ys laid siege to it, after Trlnch it 
capitulated , and the inhabitants ou giriug security for good 
behaviour acre included among the subjects of the Sultan After 
taking Kalyln lie wrote to the Sultan giving him the welcome 
intelligence of his victory. The Sultin was much pleased, and 
ordering the drums of rejoicing to be beaten m the city of Sau> 
lat&b&d, called it Fath&bdd. The rejoicings were continued 
for a week. 

Sikandai Kh in, who by the Sulfln’s orders liadstaitcd with 
an armj in the direction of Bldar, turned from theic towards 
Halkaid,’* and the Hindus of that place having licard of and seen 
the recent success of the Turks, deemed it advisable to refram from 
oiTenng resistance, tliej theiefore tendered theu submission and 
agreed to pay tribute, and bo obtained immunity {com molestation 
by Sikaiidar Khan’s troops. 

Siknndar KhAn after his return sent a letter to Kan tbdyand 
who was w&ll of TdUogdii& asking bim to send a present of sooio 
elephants for the use of Ins army.** 'When Sikandsr IQifin’s Jotter 
reached KauAbiyand aud he understood ils contents, Jie wrote a 
reply, tendering Jus submission, and scudiog a written treaty to tiiat 
effect he also espressed a great ivT^h to meet him Accoidinglv 
Sikandar Klian with a latge force proceeded towards Telmgaa i, 
and a tneetnig between the two took place. Kaiublyand*^ pre 
sented many valuable offerings, and was made liopcrul of much 
faioui from the king He sent two elephants aud olhei suitable 
presents to the king throngh dikaiidar l^in The Jattei on arnval

Ism i il Muhh. whohad resigned the sovereignty, hadbeen granted 
as an i»‘am Thinab AJ»»r (?), nhieb is near Tcrdol and Jamkhandi , 
but aftei spending some tim*- pleasantly in that conntry the demon 
uf desire led him astray The explanation of this la that the 
( Tiisrd infidel N&rlyana had deceived him by promises of assistance 
10 regain the sovereignty and lie, dnped by these promises and 
ions, had raised the standard of lebellion The end of it was that 
tlio perfidious Naiajaua hroVe faith with him. and imprisoned the 
foohab Atgh lo, and after some tune poisoned him 

Since the curbed Kiiriyana used to show himself submissive to 
'Muliaianiad Toghlah. Klnvajali Jab'tn.by the Sultan s orders, 
fitai ted from Mubarak lb id Miraj on a punitive expedition against 
that man of unworthy actions , and Kotb ul MulL also from Miin 
dargi, going to the assistance of Khwiiiah Jahm these two prudent 
mmisteis joining their forces proceeded to KalbnrgA, sniTonnded 
that fortiess and with guns'* and ballistas (waHjanffc) reduced the 
gaiiison to extremities, aud dcstroye<l a portion oftheiowei and 
•wall of the fortress Puchmpan (•'), who Tvaa governoi of the 
fortress, falsely gave out that they weie in a state of stanation, 
Ihinhing that this wonldbc the cause of separation and despondency 
among the royal troops the result, however, was contrary to his 
wislics. At last the besieged being reduced to great straits owing 
to scarcity of water, some of them calling for qnaiter descended 
from the fort by tying nooscv on ropes Ibc victonons army then 
from all sides of the tower nnd rampart entered the fortress and 
proceeded to pillage and plnndci, and killed a great number of the 
people They made PacIiJrpail prisoner, and sent him together 
w illi a despatch annonnetng victory to the scat of goverament.

the seals) hy an artifice fled and escaped from the mutineers 

Since Khvr tjali Jah m did not think it advisable withont orders 
from the Snltan to lead a force against the mntmeers to qaell tbis 
distarbance, he wrote a letter to their leaders, saving — Killing a 
bad man was a very good deed bat now it is necessaiy that yon 
should iTithonb delay come in this direction, and bring with yon

iruhammad bin ‘Alaoi sent Nathu ‘AlmbaV to Kh w ijah Jahan 
with a message, saying — The story of the goods and nebes at 
trihoted to us is utterly impossible 

When Nathu brought this message Khw gah Jah tn imprisoned 
him and sent an account of the circurastances to tl o bultan who 
ordered Khw jaU Jah n immediately on icccipt of the farmu « to 
cross the river Jalinur [Bliirai] and encamp on tl e further sidt 
and not to move from there till the Sultan should himself arrive m 
Ihoso parts In accordance with these orders Khwaiali Jahan 
tnuaniiicd on the other s de of the nver, and every day used to 
nei d his troops to plunder and devastate the country of the

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Snltan m a dieam and luformed him of tlie extinction of tlio empire 
of Mnliammad Inghlak Shah, and announced the establishment of 
sovereignty ui the Snltun a lUnstnons family. Fvcn in the midst 
of liiS dream the Sultan determined in his own mind that that old 
man was Uhvais Karam It has beciialready mentioned that the 
bultin was a disciple of the sunt SheVh Nizim nd Dm Atiliawho 
had promised him the throne and wlieneTcr the Salt in was in any 
difficulty the saint used to rcveol to him in a dieam tlie means of 
getting out of It When the Salt in awoke he related the dream 
to las assembled tioops 

On an niispicmtis day he moved from the capital Daulat'ibad to- 
wuds Kalbniga leaving Kadr l^in, Garshiisb, Imad nl Mnlk, 
‘\zdulJlQlk and other nobles in Danlatabdd Indue time he 
pitched lus camp in sight of K ilburga, and the inhabitants of that 
place hastened out to offer pi esents and do homage to him, and they 
j roj ed for the eternity of his reipu the Suit in conferred special 
tavouis on tho principal inhabitants ofKalburg^, and gave to each, 
aicoidnig to bis rank, piesints and robes of bonour 

lion the news of the SuMo’s arrival reached Kliwltali Jahiln,

tvnd after that, obtaining bopefnlDcaa of i-oyal taa onrs, bo will put 
away fear from hia lieaifc, and hasten, with the step of Berrice to 
the royal threshold ’ 

The Sultan having compassion on the weakness and disappoint- 
ment of Kapras ordered that Lis offei of tribote should bo accept 
ed and that no further injuiy abonld be done to bis foitiess or 
countiy 

Tiie army then set off on the march for the country of the ac 
cursed Nanjana.and when they reached Talgiiya(®), Uunja 
puk (^) begged for patdon> and he as well as bis wife, sons and 
other relatives came oat of tbe fort and threw themselves at the 
feet of the Snltan who received them hmdly, and couiirmcd them 
m possession of the fort and district 

The Suit in theu coQtinned his march Against the traitor Narl 
yana On arriving within one etage of the place of that ignoble one 
a petition reached the Snltan from Sin nd 1 a, who in 
conjunction with ITarayanansed constantly to assist Suit in Muhain 
tnadlnghlak bluii Ti c letter contained assurances of hiB sub* 
uiisaion and loyalty, and said that he would shortly pay his respects 
to the Suit m The latter was nnch pleased to hear tins mid 
honoured Sm ud-t)ia by sending to inform him of hia benevolent 
inclinations, and wrote him afarman containing many assurances 
of favour and adcction Mo in nd Dm had seen Nuigyana as well 
as the result of the fraudulent conduct of Ism i‘il Jlukh so he 
hastened to wait ou the Suit in and had the honour of nmkiiig his 
obeisance to him Ihe Saltan in the plenitude of hia favour and 
kindness embraced him and said 
* ft 13 the usage of people of sincerity and piety to excit them 
eelvps in the business of their lords, and when they obtain know 
ledge of justice and injubticc leave ihe sciwice of the tymut nnd 
incline towaids that of the jost nmii ' Hu m ud Dm was then 
distinguished by a special roboof honour 

Next day the Suit in marched towards Mudhol, hunting cud 
shooting on the way, and m terror of the troops the conntry was 
cleared of lions, tigers and panthcra

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When the royal anny passed tlie river Kislna the country of the 
base infidels liecame tmned topsj tony, and the cnltivated lands 
changed into desolation all the inhabitants toot, refuge in the 
fonr strongest fortressses in that part of the conntiy 

The rebel Nar lyana seeing that it was useless for him to use hia 
claws against a fnnons lion, being liimself a fox, he wished fay 
fox play to avoid contending with Itous , so he sent an eloquent 
man to the Sult&n with the following memorial — 

“I am a slave of the ancient servants of the royal threshold, but 
owing to mj many crimes and the awfulness of the wrath of the 
Snltan of the World I cannot have the presumption to kiss the 
ground before him If the King of the World would order one of 
the slaves of the court to come over in this direction m order that 
this slave may explain his circnmstances to him, and if he will 
briefly bung them to the notice of yonr Majesty, it will not be fai 
from the perfection of kindness to aervanta and the application of 
a remedy." 

The Sultnn, agreeing to the proposal of that accursed, vile one, 
sent Kizl Balu i-Hijih to say to him — “ Your crimes are noto- 
rious, and on account of them yon are desemug of exemplary 
punishment , but if you repent and obey the laws of government 
in future, your focraer fanita will bt. oerlooked, and your life and 
the lives of your sous and family — several thousand persons — 
may be spared , otherwise yonr fortiess will fa© razed to the ground, 
your duelling places will be sacked, and your irreligious body 
with all your followers will become as a fable " 

When the infidel IT&r&yuQ& heard the"e awful woids the fear 
which had settled in bia heart was mcreased, but fortune having 
turned, against hioi aud plunged lum m inibery he could, not agree 
to serve the Sultm, but set his heart on opposing him, and toolc 
refuge in the fort of Jamkhandl, which was considered one of 
the greatest of his forts He sent three of hts chief nobles to 
bold Jlhree other forts , and of these men he sent one vile one 
named GopM to hold the fort of Uudhdl, and two other infidels to 
Terdal and Bigalkot. 

When the Snltm knew that the impure and fearless Ifarayana 
had no desire to yield submission, be determined first of all to 
lake the tort of ilndhol, which was the strongest of the forts of 
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that contemptiblo one, who owing to the strength of tint place 
was beyond the reach of ever) one This fort he deternimed to 
take, in ordei that fear being established m the hearts of the 
accursed people of that district they wonld no longer desire to 
ofiei auy opposition nor engage m war with the Jltihaininadan army 

When the Sulim, with the intention of attacking the fort of 
Mudhol, crossed the river and turned in tliat direction, tlie traitor 
Niriyaiia deemed it advisable to send a nninbei of Ins troops to 
make a night attack on therojal camp hoping by tlnsTnawtEUVieto 
aveit the fate which threatened them but destiny was against 
them The cursed Nunyana sent nearly two Imndrcd boiee and a 
thousand infantry on a dark night to attack the ro}al army , but 
he was not aware that he who throws a stone at the sky inevitably 
wounds his own head This doomed band of isfidels reached the 
comer of the SaltJn’s camp, but only to shat the door of safety m 
the face of then own fortune The vile infidels in the fort of 
Modhol also, when they heard the tumnlt of that powerless hand* 
ful, a number of them rashly came oat of the fort and joined that 
rabble Ent since the ixiyal troops, hke their owa fortune, were 
awake and on the alert, they suddenly intercepted those worthless 
infidels and almost annihilated them Most of them were killed,

When the Shibzadah saw the Sultiln he has- 
tened to salute him. The Saltan called him to him, caught him to 
his breast, kissed him on the face, and asked him about his jour* 
ney and the affairs of his array The Sliahzldah gaio him clear 
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an^^\crs, and the SultSn -wns nstonished at Ins shrewdness and 
sagacity, and presented him with a special robe of honour and 
many other royal distmctious 

On the following day the Sultan ordered an assault on tho 
foi tress , but afterwards perceiving that this would entail the loss 
of manj hraae men at the hands of the infidels which was con 
trary to the laws of i-ehgion and manliness he countermanded the 
assault and formed a cordon lound the fortiess and dng a ticncli 
completely round it, so thatit might moie easily be taken 

For four months they were engaged la the siego of Mudhol 
at last the infidels being redooed to ettremihes paid two years 
revenue into the royal treasury liesides promising to pay tho fntnie 
revenue , and agreed that after the return of the royal army ther 
wouhl he submissive to the court, and endeavour by every mean** 
in their po'vcr to atone for their past offences 
The ai my then encamped within sight of the fortress of Miraj 
The Suit III «pent tw o months m pleasure and lecieationin that 
open country, the troops also {ussed Ihcir time in ease and 
leisum 

A ftci that tho Salt in determined to conquer the country of the 
Konkau, and etartedwith his army for that district, niaiehmg by 
stages, and huntingand shooting on the way The soldiers hunted 
the tigei, Jind they emptied the face of the country as well os the 
iir of wild beasts pelicans and crane» 

When tho Saltan — the cream of the race of Bahaian — pas->cd 
Kh&repatan, the people of that district ou becoming aware of hi-, 
approach, left their dwellings, and from terror of the array fled to 
the mountain tops and hills and interior parts and valleys Tlit 
troops planilered all the cattle and pastures of the Hindus Tin 
camp remained in that place ncaijy two months, the army resting 
from the fatigue of the march 

They then moved towards Sugar and when thev encamped m 
rls ncighbonrhood, all the feudal lands belonging to those fort' 
ind distiicts having Iwcii annexed to the Suit in’a dominions, were 
i«signtd to the agents ot the couit, each of whom, according to lies 
, worth and rank was distinguished by lovdl favours 

After that the Bait tn crossed the river Blum A md taking tiibutc 
from ^vduii and Mulkaid he advanced towards Kalburgft 
3 
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Kir Khan. ^Ijo m tjrauny and uijosticc exceeded Namrud and 
Shid5d, hastened tc wait on the Sultan and was distinginshed by 
a robe of honoui and other dignities t bnt after three days, by the 
s.Qduotion of the black faced Ealah Mnliamnind, he fled from the 
royal armj , and the Sidfin himself went m pursuit of that impure, 
bi«e one The aimy and baggage of Kli Khan being captured, 
suddenly a great flood came on the road and drowned most of his 
folloiveia , hut he himself being apart from them at the time, 
escaped, and with mucli difScnlty reached KittCir. 

The Sulun having returned from the pursuit of Kir Khan 
maiched. towards the foitof KelliAna which was then occupied 
hj Kalab iluliammad, who fiom his innumerable crimes was mok- 
nnmpd the ‘ black faced ” The Snltin being determined to take 
the placo divided the different sides of the fortress among his 
hoops, who formed a coidon round it, and the besieged were 
reduced to bolplessRtss 

Sikandar ^Au, whom on account of his valuable services and 
sincerity the Sultin had entitled" Tarzand” (son), arrived in camp 
with a large foice, and had the honour of making hts obeisance 
The SultSntieated Sikandai ^nu with much courtesy, and further 
oxaUed him by the dignity of the Roby Umbrella, and raised him 
in Ttink above all the otlier amirs and ihdns The SultAn ordered 
him to proceed to KittOr and lay waxte tho country of Kir Kliitn. 
jiho to make him piisoner and bring him before the throne Sikan 
dal Khan swoie by the dust of the Snltin's footstep that he would 
not return till he brought that promise-breaking old man bound as 
H malet Actor before the foot of the tbionc. 

Sikandar KbSn then maiched from the Sult'm's camp with a 
hrgo foice, and proceeded towards Kittflr News of his approach 
reached K»r Kh in . and when the army arrived within a /arsnny 
of KittOi, Sikandar Kh4n was informed that Kir Khan -walchwi? 
his opportunity had sullied out from the foit with a foice of hime 
men skilled in fight, made his way to the army of Sikandar Jhan 
wAw. iW-e -wkiS, 

IMeiados like, were drawn np in a compact formation, causing them 
to become dispersed like tho constellation of tho Bear, and pursued 
tium ns they fled , but suddenly Sikandar Kh\n rushed out from 
a place of amliush and attacked Kir Khan's force In the midst 
of this battle taUii Sha'bAn with some cavdliy attacked lur Kh'.u, 
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and the latter tamed to repalse him, Fakhr Sha'baQ, in order 
to draw him on pretended to ran atvaj, and Kh Khan boldly 
huiTied in parsnit, but in the tneantiiue another party of lakbr 
Sna'ban’s friends harm" joined him they turned on their porsners, 
and Kir ^tn being unable to cope nith them wished to pinch his 
foot from the net of misfortune and the grasp of fate by taking to 
flight, but Fakhr Sha'h in canght him, and grasping him by the 
hair diagged him along the ground Ihe troops of Kir Kh an 
endeavoured to release him, but failed, and at last they took to 
Sight, leaving their leader m the net of misfortune Fakhr 
Sha*bin then bound Ku* Khnn and took him to Sikandar Khan 
The latter ^aa macU pleased, and ha\ing nntten a report of the 
victory sent it by Fakhr Sha‘bio to the couit of the Sultan 
FaUir, in despach outstripping lightning and the nind, reached 
the camp of the Sultan on the second day, and informed him of 
the victory and the captuie of Kir Khm The Sultan was delijht 
ed to hear this good news and hukhr obtained many mai k» of 
royal faionr, and the droni of rejoicing was beaten in the 
camp 

A week afterwards UicSuHin marched with his ai my tow aids 
Kittflr and when he arnred on tbatfroutiei, Sikandai heard 

of Lis approach, and lu accordance with his oath, he dragged Kir' 
Kb In in chains to the foot of the royal Ibione TJie Suit tn loaded 
Sikandar with distinctions, and ordered Ku Kh in to U 

denuded of the dress of life (pot. to death), but Sikandar Khgu 
represented, saying — “Since this old sinner is given to me, and 
your llajesty's camp la pitched at the foot of the fortress of 
Kitthr, if the people of this vile one repent and yield obedience 
show regict for their tyranny and injustice, pay the past levenuc 
and agree to pay the future reaenae, well and good, hot if not it 
will be perfectly easy to put liim to a shameful death ’ According 
to the jietihon of Sikandai Khin the Sultm refrained fiorn 
fatting Kir Khan to death, and the ca up w t-. pitched n sight of 
thj5 fort of KitlLr 

In the midst of these aflairs Kahxli Muhammad leaving Kalhuai 
went to the fort of Kittfir and fortified himself tlieie seieral 
.times he boldly sallied from this fort and attacked the SulUnc, 
army, throwing them into donfnsion, and when thoroval tioJpi> 
tried to intercept them, they, like foxes la tear of the attack i-l 
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hons, look refus^ein'X lioleintLc fortress But one dayKuIali, 
MoJiammad his foi tune IiaTiog^ tamed against him, according to 
Ins past castom, came out of the fort with some of his troops and 
attacked the Saltan s army , bat the latter intercepted them, and 
lu one attack the sedition of thatanfortnuale, insignificant one nas 
suppressed hia followers dispeised, and he himself made prisoner, 
kccordiu" to a ceitaiu historian his 6gute wag also relieved fiom 
the load of his head. 

In this campaign the Suit in obtained two celebrated fortresses 
irhnh reared their heads as high as heaven namely, the forts 
of Kallnnl and Kittur m whatever direction he went he used 
to return victorious 

After these victoucs the Sultin set ont on the maioh foi 
EalburgcL» the seat of govemmcDt, and in that eicolient oitj 
• iccted lofty bnildings and giving it the name of Ahsanlbad 
selected it 08 the permanent dwelling place of the thione In 
some histones it is related that Sultin ‘AlA nd Din Hasan Shall

As soon 03 it was night Hasan presented himsel/, and having 
recited the Fdfthah with the army of the thr^, the latter lied » 
girdle round ^san'a waist, and directed him to proceed towards 
Miraj. 

When he arrived m the neigltbourhood of Miraj the governor of 
the fort was aa inddel woman named lUnS Dnrk&vati Usoos> 
acious of their approach she bad gone out on o journey, and when 
they met an engagement ensaed. 

In this battle the HusalmAas being completely viclonous Rinv 
Harknvati was msi^e pnsoner, and the brave army of Islam entered 
the fort of Sliraj A letter annooncing the victory was sent to 
the slieXh, who was much pleaded at the news, and in reply desired 
them to call the foil Mnbarakabid, as it was auspicious to them 
and the people of Islam. This victory took place A. H. 748 
(A D. 1347). The shelh then said to them — “Ooon, fci 
victory IS on yoor side ” 

Having gained possession of Mnbnrakaljad and the neighbonring 
districts round it the power and glory of the Musalmans increased 
day by day. They qjuilled all djoduxbancea ul that joefc ot tan 
country*, and baring tmaqoiilizcd their opponents, by the advice 
of the sheT]} they proceeded towards Kalburgu. 

"When they arrived in that neighbourhood they observed the ac 
tions and motions of the garnson of the fort and its governor , 
and having ascertained the Domcncal strength of ius army and 
the nature of his warlike preparations, they thought to themselves 
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that their small force was aneqtial to the taaV of taking the fort , 
and informed the shelh accordinglj^ He replied On the 
night of Wednesdaj Parran B&,o will be going on a pilgrimage to 
his own idol-temple, which is situate at a distance of three 
fa Tsa^a at that very time yon should proceed to the fort, for the 
victory has already been given to yon." 

Hasan was delighted and kissed the feet of the aheUi, and on the 
appointed night he went to the fort. The garrison, thinking it was 
Parran JRA,o returning, opened the gate of the fort, and Hasan 
Gangu boldly entered and turned out the people of the fort. When 
this news reached Parvan lU,o he was confounded ; and returning 
from the temple engaged the army of IslAni. A fierce battle 
ensued, and the Muhammadan troops poured a rain of anows on 
the enemy, in the midst of which Parvan R.‘i,o was slain and the 
remnant of hi3 army dispersed. They buried Parvan S«,o'8 head 
near the gate of the fort, and the maik of the place still OTists^ 
They named Knlburgii “Ahsan&bad and Hasan Gangil without 
further dispute being established on the throne of sovereignty m 
the city of Ahsanabad, assumed the title of SulUn 'AU*nd*I)tn 
Bahman Shall. He made Gangu Pandit pre*cmineni, audit was 
agreed between them that Sultan 'Aln*nd*Dm and all his descend 
ants should adopt the surname of **Bahman Sh&h." This victory 
took place in A. H. 748 (A. D. 1347). 

He reigned with wisdom and firmness for a period of thirteen 
rears, ten mouths and twenty'seven days. Ho died in the year 
761 (A. D. 1669}^^ He was constant in hia disciplcship to the 
ahflh, and his example in thie respect waa followed by his 
successors. 

His eldest son, Sultan Muhammad, was appointed his successor.

As soon as he was established oa the throne, Snltan Mnhani- 
mad Sbilh tamed bis attention to the interior economy of his army 
and Ills subjects in general» and dtatributed valoable presents. i 

Wlien he had finished inquiring diligently into the affairs of 
his soldiers and subjects, being desirons of conquering countries 
and cities, he conceived the idea of conqueilng the country of 
VijayAuagar, and accordingly marched towards that place with a 
large and well-equipped force. 

The Ilfiya of Vijayanagar, bearing of his approach, and being 
determined to oppose him assembled a txumeruus army and went 
out to meet the SultAh’a force. When the two forces enconotered 
one another the troops on both sides fought bravely, and a battle 
tooV place eucVi that the eye otHeaven was bewildered and became 
olonded, nml the face of the sen was obscnrpd by the dost of battb. 
After much fighting the hrecre of victory at last blew on the arnin 
oJ the royal ntroy, and the other side took - to Bight j but being 
pursued a great number of them were sent to hell. The Snlt^u 
plomlered most of the country of the infidels, lovellicg their idol- 
temples with the ground, &od much booty iu rice, jewels, Arab 
horses and elephants fell Into the hands of the Uruhammadan force. 

After this victory tlieSulCm proceeded towards Pilampatan (?), 
end by the aid of God having conquered that country also, he set 
out on the march to his capital with immense booty. On arriving 
there he wns informed that BabrAm ShAD* ^vercor of Bevagtr 
(Baul&tAbhd), was in n state of rebellion, and as soon as he heard 
this the Sultan proceeded to oppose him. Wlien the Sultin arrived 
near Ueraglr Oaliram KhSn, Iwing afraid to meet his attack, repent- 
ed of his actions. At the intercession of Shelch Zain-nd-Dla 
(hallowed be hU gravel) the Sul$.iii spared the life of Baliram 
Khun, but ordered him to lie hanialied from the kingdom : this wes 
done, and ho aftenvards, with ahnndred griefs and disappointments, 
perished in tho desert of desperation and regret. 

In the ‘AyUn'ttl'Tawunl'h it is stated that SaltSn Jlnhammad 
touring his reign did not leave a single place in the Dakhan in 
possession of^the infidels, and consequently ruled wilhont com- 
petition. 
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The SqUuo bad (ifo sons, MnjSiliid ^Jn rrho was Ihe Imr- 
apparewl, and Fatli Kbji», 

In the latter dajB of reign, being spited with thede»ire of 
iouqoeriDg Tclingaiiu the whole of the countrj came into the 
Iio><^e8sicm of the agents of his gormiment.

After Ilia fathers death Uujahid 8 h 4 h Bscended the throne. 
In the idiom of the Dakhan he was called “BfllWftnt/* that is, 
strong iodted he nsed to eat at one meal thirty tirs, each »crbe:nR 
equal m weight to seventy-two dtrhamf,^* and hensed toeat three 
meals s dai , which makes meet/ »ers a day , but God only kuowft 
the truth ’ 

Now the custom of the Vmga (of the Dahltan) was this, that at 
the tune when thei ascended the throne of sovereignty She^ 
Muhammad Slrftj-ud-Dln oged topiesent a ptrdhan and tnrbvn 
which they put On, and then in an atispicions lionr took their s«‘at 
on the throne and the same custom was observed at the aeceosion 
of Mnjihid 

Majehid used daily to repair to the monastery of the tlifljii 
aud diBcosa with him the affairs of stale. One day he told the 
that he contemplated waging ayiMd against the infidels in 
ordei to add splendoai to the faith of fslAm. The iAe!h recited 
tlie fdtihat and expressed his approval. Mnjlhid daily Imsied 
himself in oiganising his army» and then proceeded against the

in onler to mrrp tire bovercignty for themselves In conscqnonco 
of this the two pnnccs were obligeil to fly to the fort of Sagnr 
TlieA(?/reW who Lad cliai^of thii fort received the piincos in a 
friendly manner and promised them all the assistance m his power 
He joined tlicui writli a large number of retainers of those paits,. 
and tltey piocccded against Snltm Shams nd-Diii. Bat when tho

When some time had thns passed, the idea of getting nd of

FuhzKhlnand his liioihei then held eomisel together , and most

capital, wlicre lie spent ncsilj a vear in cnjojing himself 

After that, the desire of waging a jxhuil agsinst the cities and 
towns of the inhdels liaving entered the SnUinV mind, in the 
liegiuLing ot the jear S02 (A D 1399), he ordered a large army 
to be assembled, and on an snspiciooH da^ he znarched towards the 
I’sri c!

llic SiiUnn sent to Ins capital despatches announcing the victoiy,

hastened to KMn KMnan and represented to him the position of 
affairs. Khin Khan id promised to fly, and with his eldest sou 
/Cafar KK'in — who, after hia father, aspired to the Bovereiguty — 
waited on Saiyid llnhammad Glsu dat ir to ask his aid ui nttnining 
Ins objects and desires The Saiyid received them with much 
houoar and respect, and ordering food to be biought gave them to 
eat Hu then with the band of bkssing himself tied turbans on 
tlieir heads and predicted sovereignly for both of them Khfin 
l^in&D, assisted and inspired witb hope, then took leave of that 
illastrioua man, went to bis honsc and witli a number of tnist- 
worthy attendants prepared for flight Just then a meichnntfroiu 
1 ahsi called Kbalf Hasan (who atleiwai'ds m the teigu of Snltm 
Ahmad obtained the title of Malik nt Tijjr, and who was celebrated 
for Ins greit bravery and generosity), having this jear hiought 
Aiab horses for sale to the g<ircium<nt and having received a 
jicn tioii of the price of them, i aid a Visit to Sultan Ahmad 
M (icn by his Blirewdiiess he became aware of the lontcmpfatcd 
flight of Ahmad Shnb, ho icminded him of the days of their 
fueiiilly companionship as well as thercqnireiucntB of einccritv and 
iidilit>, and vowed to Rer\e him at the iisk of Lis life.

When the news of the flight of Sulun Ahmad was noised 
abroad lu the citj , Husbyar and Bidar awaking from the sleep ot 
negligence,®! in a stale of perplesity and helplessness waited on 
the Sultan, and asked permission to pursue Khan Kh anan The 
Sulcln, owing to his near relationship and the bonds of fraternity, 
was nnivilhng to do so, and said — ■ Mhereier KKm Khgnan 
through fear of bis life may bare bidden bimt-eb, it seems best to 
leave him alone ’ The unhappy Hui-hy ir aod Bidar 1 aving 
gamed oier some of fchcnobles again represented to the bnltin, 
saving —• The departure of Sultan Ahmad will be the cause of

W hen the new s of the approach of Soil in Ahmad was passed on, 
tho sons and sines ofSultm himz made him nolens io/rn« monnt 
luid go out of the city to give him brittle Historians havo related 
that ono day Suit in Hrua having collected 7,000 caaalra went 
out of Kalburgd with tho intention of fighting Saltan Abend, 
but next day, on investigntion, only 3,000 remained, tlioiestlnnng 
baslcnetl oS to join SuUaq Ahmad When Soltm iiiut saw the 
stuto of affairs, abandoning all idea of opposition, he retnrncd to 
IvalburgH, and with the tongue of lusjiration uttered these

should settle FtrOz&b&d upon him and his heirs foi over, and 
jinkc no chnngo in this arrangement , for it is fitting that the fruit 
of tho {riendship which has always csisted between mo and yon

When Sultiln Flrft? had fioislicd tho expression of his testnmen* 
tary wishes ho took tho sword from his waist, and binding it 
on that of Sultun Ahmad, hita by tho arm and seated him on 
the throne 

Shortly after hia abdication Baltfin Tlrhz Bbdh died, and 
this event happened on tho 11th ShawwAI, A 11. B25 (28th 
September 1422 AD) 

As to the cause of tho death of this monarch of exalted dignity 
vaiious accounts are related , but the most authentic la that Shir 
Khan, sou of tbc Snltin’s sister, convinced Sultan Ahmad that 
tho existence of SuUlu Tirur would give ri®e to sedition, and 
that since it is impossible for two swards to be in one scabbard, 
so also it 13 impossible for two kings to exist m one place Led 
astray by the arguments of Shir ^ in, SuUm Ahmad consented 
to have Firuz Sluh pnt to death, and on the date above mei tionecl 

hie empioyeci some men lo strangle him, "but God only Laows ‘the 

truth of the matter 

SnlUn Firfiz was an impe^nons and a mighty monarch, and 
expended all his ability and energy m eradicating and destroying* 
tyranny and^heiesy, and he took much pleasute id the society of 
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learned men and licrzQits. Hisreign listed twenty five years, 
seven months and eleven days 

After the death of Saltin Firuz, Saltan Ahmad sent Ha«in 
Kha n and all the other sous of the late hin^, in accordance with 
his im 11, to Firfizabad, and assigned that city to them , but m a short 
time Hasan Kh*m also bid farewell to this transitory woild and 
joined his illastnona father

The Sullui ordeied his fcioti|S from dl sides of the foilii.a& to 
strive their atmosfc to tahe it liy as'sanlt Acconliug to his oulcia 
the brave troops ^itli bows and arrows, swords and spiars foiif,ht 
brartJj, and by the help of God and the good fortnne of Ahmad, 
the tioops by the strength of their manly arms took tlic foitre«s 
me feo stiong that no king had prevtonsly been able to conquer 
it and opening their bands to slaughter and plunder, swept the 
whole fort With the broom of apoUatioo 

dram tliat place the Snltm hastened to the fort of Kalam 
which lit took by one gallant assanlt, and pnt the inhabitants to 
the sword So m one eipedition theSnlLln took two forts which 
no king had ever before been able to conquer He levelled with 
the ground all the idol temples and inhilcl buildings of tliat coan 
try, erecting m thoir places maijtls and momsteiies of the true 
litlievers and after that ictnrned to BUar with immense booty 
After these victories the Sultan despatched Khalf Hasan— who 
had hetn given the title of Mahk-nt Tijar — with an army of 
hrave and evpcriencid men to the Konkan Klialf Hasan went 
into tl e country of Koiikan and the sea coast, and extirpated root 
and branch the dwelling places of the inddcls, and in whatever

they boldly represented that the return of the Sultm would 
a'surerily give occasion for presumption on the part of the enemj 
they therefore recommended the Snltan to uait a little till tht^ 
engaged m battle with Alp Khiu to the boat of their ability, and 
perhaps the enemy would be defeated 

In spite of the strong tepreaentations of the nobles the Sultan 
paid no attention to them, but marched towards his oini 
dominions, and when the nows of liis retreat reached Alp Kli in 
he deemed it due to fear on the part of the Sultm, and hastened 
boldly in pursuit of him, so that as the royal camp nsed to march 
ftwaj from each halting place he used to arrive at it 

When the Saltan had gone two or three stages into his own 
toiintry, aud ambasaadors brooght tho news that Alp Khau wig 
thus following the camp and was bent upon war with the army of 
Islam, tbs Sultln assembled tho and learned men and tsked 

them the following questions — “ 'WheDCTCT a Musalmm king in 
aiding inddcls mahes W'lr against MusalmAUs, is it deemed lawful 
according to the shar'a to fight against him 

Tho loaincd men were unammoas in saying — “I’rom ill past 
times rcpelliug tho allies of lofideU has been considered the same 
as a roligions war, and is mcombeot npon all, jnst as mach a<> 
roinfoicing and aiding the tinehclievers” 

Tho Sultm having thus obtained a legal decision from the learn 
ed men of Islam he tamed towards the nobles and gcncnls .ind 
said — “ My motive in returning was this Alp Kh an is a Mu^al 
man king, and to ns who profess IsUm it is not allowable to initiate 
w ar, moreover ho who does so inenra the reproach of God, accord 
me: to the saving, ‘The curse of God is on those who awaken 
sleeping discord we therefore marched towards oni own country 
in order that if Alp KKin eUould enter our territory wc should not 
be tlie instigator of war with him j but now that lie has had the 
presumption to mi ado our territory it behoves ns to chaati'io 
him ’ 

The Sultm then tunung to his troops encouraged them to fight 
hr-iTcly, and led them to expect increase of rank Tho rorai army 
Ijcing arrayed with the utmost quiet unfurled the standai-d of 
valour, and the various regiments were foinied up facing the 
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fueiaj TJie Snltiujii person La\mg- selected from the midst oi 
the arm} 2 500 cavalry clad m steel ajmoui andnrmcd iMtli Knets 
tool post on one flanV 11 lien the ranks of the tivo hostile armies 
weii3 diaivn up the customs of cottitesy and mercy being di«caixi 
ed they fell upon one another with sword, battle ase and arroA\, 
and -itufe and slaughter blared op Iil c n fire, only to be estin 
guisbed by the snords of the waiiiois The battle lasted from 
moiiuD" till evening and the heaaeus were obscured by the dust 
At list the Snlt m v ith those 2,500 lancers which he had with him 
tell upon the enemy like a thunder cloud Alp l^in, m spite of 
all hi« eiideaioms was nnablc to shako them, and finally, turning 
Ills back on the battle took to flight, and leaving all his baggage, 
court tent walls,® bis horam ictmue andavhatever is neces«ai\, 
inoK 01 less for kings, fled foi his life The loyal tioops Iniuig 
seized the whole of the stoics tents, iiasihons, horses and eleph ints 
of lip 1^111 and his troops collected them at the court of the

Bisagreement botweon Saltan Ahmad and 
Sultfta Abmad of Oujar&t; 

It has already been mentioned that the Saltln hod sent Fvhalt 
tia'ia 3falik-at-Tijlr to take pos«cssion of the Konkan and the 
loits and hills of that country iVhen Khalf entered that tc-ri 
loiy, haimc conquered all the forts, towns, sea coast and bills, 
ho made an incursion lulo the island of ilahS Im (Bombay) which 
IS within the territory of Gnjarlt, and conqocred that conatiy 
al«o, opon which the inhabilnuts of Mahl,tm complained to 
Sultan Ahmad of Gujardt The laKcr being jealous at this, 
appointed his owu sou and 6ucce«sor, named Muhammad Shih, 
tfi put down tho TcbeUion ol Khali The Sultan on bcinginfortucd 
of the appioacli of the Gajarat army despatched Pnneo Jiafar 
I^iQ — who was his heir appanat, and who during tho Sultan <5 
reign received the title of Saltan ^kli-ud Dia (as will be men 
iioutd in due ''ourse) — with a large force to the assistance or th^

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table towaids foreigners, represented to Prince Zatar Khan —“'Wo 
do all the fighting and killing hot Khatf Hasan will get the credit 
o£ it ’ The prince being still m the flower of youth did not 
perceive the perfidy and evil inspiration' of those <leceitful 
Dakhanl amirs who with inaidions ai^nments convinced the 
hapless prince In a most shameful and dishonourable manner 
they left Kha lf in the lurch and earned for themselves an evil 
reputation in the world 

When the Gujarat army obtained mfonnation of this dispute, 
confident of victory, they fell npoti gh ftif Hasan The latter, 
without allies, being unable to oppose a large army, left MahS !in, 
and the Gujar it army plnndered all hia baggage and took prisoner 
KbalP® brother, Hnsain bin Hafiao, and then turned towards 
Gujarat 

Sultan Ahmad Sh&h proceeda to take vengeance on the 
Oujar&t army 

When the nens of this affair reached the Snltln, being deter 
mined to avenge himself on the enemy, he summoned his army, 
and in obedience to his ordere from the districts, forts, cities and 
feudal lands the nobles and chiefs of the victonous army set ont 
for the capital Bidar , and in a ehort time so large a force assem 
bled at the door of the court that the east and west winds were 
shutout The Saltnn holding out to his army hopes of reward, 
at SB suspicions time unfurled the royal standard and set out for 
the frontier of Gnjarafc In due time he encamped within sight 
of the fort of sitoate on the frontier between theDaUinB 

and Gujarat, and laid siego to it The governor of the fort of 
Babul, who was an infidel, aided by the strength of the fortress, 
and hopeful of the protection of SuUun Alimadof Gnjarat — because 
tbe fort from time immemorial had been in subjection to the 
rulers of that country — sent a letter to SuUiin Ahmad Gujardti 
informing him that the Sultan of the Dakhan was on his way to 
Gujarat In a state of despair he also informed him about tbe 
siege of the fortress, and assured him that if he (the Sultan of 
Gujatut) would free him from this difficnlt affair he would 
annually pay a largo sum into the royal treasury

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Id consequence of this Saltan Alimad Gnjirat!, with the intent 
tion of assisting the infidels of Bahul, set out with an immense 
army, and in one stage amyed at that fottress. 'When the 
(Bahmanl) Sultan obtained information of the amval of enemies 
he raised the siege and went out m all haste to meet his adversary 
Both forces having reached the banks of the nver^'^ alighted 
opposite to one another, so that there was only the breadth of the 
above-mentioned nver between the two armies Every day the 
two forces drawn np in battle array stood opposite one another , 
but, however mnch the troops of both sides endeavoured to cross 
the river and engage in battle, neither side gave any facility for 
so doing, and being unniliing to sbed MnsalmAn blood the troops 
neglected to fight, bo that for nearly a year those two armies were 
seated opposite one another, and neither of the two would begin 
the battle When the time became very protracted the theologians 
and learned men from both sides intervened and with the limpid 
water of exhortations and advice estinguished the fire of battle 
which had been kindled, and laid the foundations of reconciliation 
It was settled that the fort of Babul, which from ancient tunes 
had been m Gujarat, should still remain in possession of the agents 
of that kingdom , and on this side whatever pertained to the 
servants of the Bahmanl court shoold remain so After some 
days the bonds of motoal friendship and agreement were arranged 
between the two kings, and their animosity being brought to an 
end an oSensive and defensive alliance was arranged, and it was 
agreed that they shoold not fail to exalt the standards of Islam 
and break down the rites of the heretics 

The two kings having agreed to all these terms of peace sent 
one another many valuable presents , and for neatly a hundred 
years the foundations of unmixed friendship remained firm between 
the kings of these two countnea and they oontinnally sent presents 
to one another, as will be related hereafter 

Aftsr this reconciliation the Sultan returned to his capital and 
looked after the comfort of bis subjects and army, and far and 
near overthrew the customs of heresy and impiety He promoted 
in office and rank each of the amirs and ministers of state 
*Maliammad hm ‘AU Bdwardi, who was one of the descendants of

the commander of the left trin" of the army^i being promoted to 
the command of the right wing” the SuIUn exalted him with the 
title of Mala in, and on the commaiider of the right wing he 
conferred the title of Sarang ^biu. Shir Malik became Kotwnl 
of Psdbak {?), and Shir Kb^, son of the Sultan’s sister, who 
had been the canse of the asaassinatioa of Snltin Piruz, met with 
the same fate as the latter, Mirzi Nur-Ullih — grandson of Sh ih 
Ni'mat Ullah — obtained the title of Matik ul Alnshi jkh and K izl 
Ahmad Kabul became Malik nl-‘llllama^* and Sidr-i Jaban , and 
Kazi Ni?um-ad Dm Sharffi — grandson of SaiyiS Sharif — was 
exalted to the title of Shaiaf i Jahan , and Saiyid Abd nl MH,min — 
grandson of SaiyidJalal Ba^lri — became entitled Saiyid A]al 
Jalal Khan ^ 

In the raidst of these affairs arrived new* of the death of Slub 
Ki'mat-TJllah, and the Snltin was mneh distressed therebv. 
According to the CDStom of India he rnstitoicd a fair to he held 
m his hoQonr at hts (the saint’s) tomb He assembled nil the 
saii/tJs and theologians, ehel^$ and dariKhcs and waited on theiD 
himself : the king with his own blessed hand peered water on the 
hands of the sait^idi and the/^t , and exalting Malik-ul.lIusha,5Uj 
Mini l^ftr Ullilh above all the noblee and chiefs, strctcliccl out 
the hand of tnofo’d fnendship to that family, and the eamo 
liberality which Sultiti Ahmad Shih showed towards the sons of 
ShohNdr ad Dia2ft‘mat UUih was also extended to the descendants 
of the saint , and each member of that illostnous dynasty who 
ascended the throne used to unite in mainago a pnneesa with one 
ofthedescendauts of hii'niat XllUb 

Aftei these occuircnccs a dispute once more aro^t with the 1\ all 
of Mandh about the fort of Khfrli At last after much disputirg 
and fighting peace was tstablished and the aboie mcutioned foit 
wnsnstoud to the Will of Mandfi, audit was agreed that the 
country on thw side of the fort shoald bo in the Sultan’s dominions. 
This stipuhtion was conhrmed on both sides, allou ing no deriatloo 
Irom the highway of sincerity and agreement Afkr that, each of

W hcti in the latter dnjs of tlio late Firiiz Shalq on aeconnt 
if the t^eihness winch aroMi m tlio affairs of the country onicg to 
the frequent xiars, the dtsolxaUcni and tehcHious of all parts 
tnumplung in the cu'cncnstAncc, and thinking it a faronmbic 
opportunity broke into rebellion and had retaken from tbc agents 
of gOTemment most of the forts and tow na of the kingdom and its 
frontiers When SoItAn Ahmad Shnh ascended the throne, owing 
to the disputes which arose betnern him and the Saltans of Gujarat 
and dwH, till those affairs were oTcr ho bad not found lui«Tirc to 
ictalmto on tlio rcbcllioas ones in the sarious parts of the country 
aud chastise the infidels. Moreorer, wbilt the Sultan was engaged 
in repelling bis enemies the infidels, eren wjibont fighting, bad 
succeeded 10 getting possession of sanous districts of Tcliog&iia. 
But now tint the mind of the SoU&n was entirely nt nst ft'om 
contentson with the Salons of Gujarat ond Mnlwa, be tnmed bis 
attention to the reconquest of (boic distnots which had come into 
pos»e 8 sion of the infidels, and haring asscinllcd a countless force 
he proceeded towards tbc country of Iclingiina 

■When the Snips, spreading tbc wings of Mctory and conquest 
threw the slindow of tnompli orer the regions of Telinginu the 
people of some of those towns and forts, trarersing tho road of 
obedience ond submission, made jieuce by agreeing to pay rerenne 
us security foi good bobarionr, bat some who lia\iag bound tho 
fillet of oppoaition to lawful authority on the foichcucl of rebellion 
and impudence took the road of unbelief, were sent to the house 
of perdition bi the blows of the death dealing svroi-ds of the 
troops By the aid of God aud the good fortune of the Snltun 
strong foitres es iiere taken the strongest of which was the fork 
ofsadigir This celebrated fortress, which in strength itsemWed 
Alexnders rampart, and all the other forts and strong fortresses of 
that district having heed taken by the royal ni-my tho sj mbols of 
^nEdehtv were oTertumed 

The vtfii of the fort of Warangal, who was the most intelh^'ent 
of the lufidcJs of that country, saw that in whatever direction the 
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victorions amy tatned they leTelled -witli tlie ground the forts and 
towns and used to plunder and devastate the country and eradicate 
the inhabitants, foot and branch , so foreseeing and dreading the 
attack of the royal army, he sent a deputation of his chief men to 
the foot of the throne, and by the interest of the confidential 
seriTints of the court, represented his readiness to submit to the 
Saltan s anthonty and to pay tnbnte if Uis offences were pardoned 
The bultiu in his mercy pardoned the inhabitants of the fort, and 
after taking security prohibited his troops from plundering it 

The Suit in was for a long time engaged in reducing Telingana 
and conquering the districts in possession of the infidels Some 
who hnmbly eubmitted to his rnle and agreed to pay tribute he 
confirmed m possession of their districts Having made Ibrahim 
San;]ar Khan head of the army, he sent him in command of a 
division to conquer that country and conciliate the people, 
and conferred on him as ajdgtr the fort of Bhonftglr and eereral 
districts 

After that the Sult&n retumod to his capita) and resigned the 
affairs of goremment into tho fmads of Hobm&d 

Nie&m«ul*lilulk, who was the wisest man of his age, unequalled 
in learning and one of the descendants of the illostnous thel^ 
SbcUi Tarfd Shakar>b ir and he consigned to Khali Hasan the 
port of Dhiibol and all the ports on the const 

In this year the SulUn in the interior of Iho fort of Uuhatu- 
madhbftd SIdar laid the foondation of a paheo and poitico 
(fUhgSh) of extraordinaiy height and beauty"® When he had 
completed the building Shoki Azarl — owing to the perfection of 
whoso fame it is nnncccssary to speak in terms of praise — visited 
the Saltan's court and composed two i erscs in enlogj of this palace 
and the SnlUn was so pleased that he presented him with 700,000 
Dakhanl tanlah, which may be cqairalcnt to about 1,000 tumaH ,^7 
npon which SLckh Azari said ♦—

yid Nasir-ud Dm, who was by birth one of the true satytis, an 
Arab, had been honoured by beingpreseoted to the StiUau and ha 1 
received various hononrs and piesents, and the Salt m bariug 
giren him a large sum of money for the constrachon of an aque 
duct to carry water into HarhaH, liad dismissed him On ]ih 
way the taiyid happened to jiass throogh the camp of Shir Haltk 
ind did not salute the latter is the nsaal ceremoninas niaunei 
Shir Malik from the pnde which he possessed, becoming like w 
fuiious lion, ordered the satytd to be dragged to the ground from 
his saddle The aaiijid m his indignation and wrath returned to 
the Sultan’s court, and made the following repi esentation — 
“On account of the faith and fnendshtp which, as is well know n, 
the Sultan of the World enteitaius in regard to raj family, I 
bare travelled to this country, leaving the sacred places and 
tombs of fathers and ancestors the societi of companions and 
friends, and regardless of attachment to my mother country, 
winch is beyond the power of imagination The result of the 
love and leverence for the Prophet Muhammad is only tbiS tiat 
I descendant of that holy personage is dragged from his horse 
to the ground this disgraceand baseness has been inflicted on the 
fanjids ’ 

The Sultan was much affected by this speech and showing 
much kindness and consideration towards the satyxd, strove his 
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nfcmoat b-* valuable pre'sents to soothe his feelings, and tben sent 
him on his intended jonrney. 

When Shir Mahk arrived near the seat of government the 
nobles and ministers of state went ont to meet him, and showing 
him the greatest hononr brongUt Uira to the court When the 
eve of the Sultan fell on him the firoof his wrath was Liodled and 
blazed up He ordered the elephant called ‘ Kassab” (tho butcher) 
to be brought The looleis on were amazed at tins, and from 
fear of the king’s anger trembling seized tbcir hrabs, and they 
said to themselves — “Notwithstanding such valnablc services, 
and sneh gallantry on the part of Shir Hlalik, to kill him and 
throw him under the feet of an elephant is far from the SuItAu's 
usual kindness and gratitndc ** Bat no one had the conrage to 
say anything till the eleplmnt*keeper brought the appointed 
elephant when the Solt^n, without giving Shir llilik an opportu 
nity of saying a word, ordered Lira to bo thrown under tho cle 
phant’s feet Iho Sultin then said — ''Thas only can msalt to 
descendants of tho Prophet be suitably requited , and tho prolcc 
twtt of rsluta IS incumbent upon all.” 

Tho Sultan's ago was between 60 and 70, and ho letgned foe a 
peiiod of 12 years, 0 months ard 24 days, ^ but God the Most 
High aloua knows the truth of matters

The king aftei inapecting the piescuts sent them into his palace, 
and then questioned the Khvi about the affairs of other kings , 
and the Khwa]ali gave his answeis in ft pleasing naintne, aud 
j elated various particulars abont the manners and customs of 
Ovlicr kingdoms. Ibe king nas astonished at nhat he related and 
pressed him to tell him more particulars He was much pleased 
with the Khwajah’s society and commanded him to visit him 
every day. He honoured the Khwajah with several vnliiable pre- 
sents and appointed a lofty and spacious dwelling for his residence 
Like the other seivauts of the court the Khwliab u«ed to present 
himself at couit daily, each lime bnnging some prevent with him, 
on which account the king’s favour and affection towards hnn 
daily increased, till he went so far as to consult the Khwiliah in 
matters pertaining to the government nnd finance, and the sou* 
tevsful results of whatever he u«ed to do by the odvice and op* 
proval of the strengthened the king's lehanoe upon 

him and caused the dignity and rank of the KhwAyah to be mneh 
iDCiessed. But in the meantime SnltAn Ahmad died.

ArXER the death of Sultan Ahmad Shah, with the conoiirTeucp 
ami approval of the nobles and heads of the army, on 3Ionday, the 
22iid of the month Rayib in Uic year 838 (2lst February, A 1>. 
1435) Sultau ‘Ali-nd Din ascended the throne , and, according- to 
the custom of kings, the great «o»yj* shdls, and learned men 
being present at the time of the sovereign’s taking his seat on the 
loyal throne, Ins lnghne«s Mahk nl Hashi,iUi Shfth Burhab-\i<d- 
Din KlialU-inidh, son of Shah Nur-ud-Diu Hi'mat UDAh Wuh, 
■who was the religious mstiuctoi of this king and son of the 
spii itnal adviser of the Hte Saltan, took hold of the Saltan’s right , 
hand , and Saiyid Khaslf taking his left hand, they seated him ' 
on the throne . and the nobles and grandees scattered money The 
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Snltan placing two cliairs, one on eacij s <!e oJ tbe tliroiie f jr llio e 
two illastiio-as foTtunate ones, tbes were scite^l on las iiglit and 
left , and the other sat jidi and tearacd men — such as \Ialik il 
‘LiuruiKnzi Ahmad Kabul Sadar i Jah in and Sadai iil ‘Linn a 
K izi Aiziim ud Din Sliarifi Sbirf i Jahm and Alalik n 
Mudamsm®* S iijid Ahmad Jurj ml obtained peniussion to sit at 
the foot of tbe throne The coartiers congintulated the Siiltun on 
his accession, and m eloquent Ungnage sang Ins pmtses and each 
ns according to his TOnV and station received robes of honom and 
ther gifts Poets tecited elegant coogratnlatorj verses and were 
leaarded by kingl) gifts 

When by comcnou consent SuUut ‘Ala uJ Dm succeeded to Llie 
absolute sovereignty of the DaLhan by hereditary right and desert 
he regulated m such a manner the distribution of justice and the 
erection of the stmetnre of equity that the nupiession of tlie bei t 
ftcence of laridun iris eclipsed, and Xnnshnawiuv fiine to 
justice was powerless to compete aith it 

On Fridays and festival daya he naed Itimself tu aaceud tbe 
pulpit and read a IJitiH lU in extremely eloquent language Oiviri^ 
to his excessive zoildness and mercy he was averse to the shedding 
of blood or liaugiQg, and he geneially spent tlie happy Lours in 
playing and toying aud pleasure and mitih and the society of rosy 
cheeked, sugar lipped fair ones and yonths with cy precis like 
stature and silveiy forms From sociableness and excess ot 
hankering after this class of people he used not to attend to state

But Muhammad 
Kbilu having escaped with hia life from this affair repented of 
that improper action ivhich bad emanated from the suggestions of 
tho deviL and sent an eloquent messenger to tho Snltiln to sac for 
pardon The SuItSn gracionsly forgave Lis past offences and 
cStased a treaty to be drawn op assigning to him on feudal tenme 
tho district of E&yaohal in Telu^ganii, and sent him the royal 
diploma of the jdj/vr together with the treaty Mahatsmad Kb3n. 
conciliated and made happy by the favour and kindness of the 
Sultnn, proceeded to his own distnefs and did cot agum swerve 
from the path of obedience and sabuiission 

During the time of Mabammad Khan’s rebeUion tbe infidels of 
Vijayanagar, thinking it a good opportunity, had invaded tho

eigners they feared to present (ocmselres at court lest they shonld 
meet with the same fate as their compatriots Their enemies csed (o 
prevent their having an opportunity of speech so that they were count- 
ed as rebels and infidels and their triducerb made the fact of their not 
I resenting themselves at court to seem like a proof of the accnsation , 
and used to siy — “The truth or falsehood of the matter will ho

hut it not they ehould be driven away , for once the fire of sedition

of Sult‘»n llahmM be went to oppose him 

Bistoriina have related thaton that occasion the Snltan (‘Al i iid-Din) 
had With him nearly 180 000 cavalry, and the array of Snltan IMahmud 
was not more tlian 50,000 cavalry. When only one stage remained 
the tm hro^f, and Sahun hicama avare oLiita- 

mimbers opposed to him he knew that it wenld be folly to contend 
against them, so returned to Ins own country ly double marches He 
left one of the anus of Ins army with 1,000 caialry to protect 8il andar 
Khan, with orders that if the latter contcmplauA rcturmug to his own 
country he was to bo prciontcd 

Sihandar Khia nho wav now hopeless of as'istanee from Snltan 
llahmOd, repented of bis rebellion and wished to rejoin Ins father and 
cliilJren whom be had left m ttie fortre«s of Balkonda , so In, used to 
remain two or three slagcs behind on pretence of obtaining proMsions 
One day, according lo enstom he dul this till Sultdn Hlahtnfid was a 
day’s march ahead , andSil andar Khan then resolved to go to Balkonda, 
and accordingly turned m that direction. The force which had licen 
appointed for hts protivtion tned to pn-vent bm, bnt the heroic 
Sikandnr Klinn attackcil Hum and they not being sufTiciontl} strong 
to resist him refrained and Sil andar Khan movmg in the direction 
previously detomnned on rejoined Jald J^\n and. his family After 
consultation he then sent a {crson to the Sultan's court, oximssmg 
contrition for wliat liad occurred and suing for fpjarter TIk. SnltSii 
pardoned him and received him at court with miah favour and 
kindiio'is 

When the Snh'iD had rcjgjjed fora period of 23 y<np?, 9 months and 
22 days ho di<Hl 
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Sult&n ‘Ala*tid-Dln Ahmad Sh&h was a King adorned with the 
tjrnamcTits of clen'ency, geacrosity, leannng and siccciity. Altl\o«g!i 
he s^eut most of his titrc m the eocietj of beautiful youths and iti such 
IilvC pleasure's, so that it ts mentiouod lo higtories that he had in his 
haram several thoniand female slaves, w tli whom he spent the best part 
of his tune, still he did not neglect the poor and needy and bis subjects 
and dependents 

In the early part of bis reign lie released each person who had been 
wrongfully imprisoned, and be strove Ins utmost in the propagation and 
adorument of the faith of Islam He threw down ancient churches® 
and idol temples, and in place of them founded ma^ids, pnbhc schools 
and chanlalk institutions, among which was a hosptal of perfect 
elegance and puntj of style, which he buiU lo lus capital, Bidar, and 
made two heantiful villages® there as a pious endowxoeat, in order that 
the revenue of th^so vilLiges should be solely devoted to supplying 
medicines aod drinks , and ehilfu] physicians were engaged to attend to 
the sick and afflicted friendless poor, aud with the faioor of God they 
used to cato the people of their ailments So much did be attend to 
carrying out the orders and prohibitions of the divme law that even the 
namo of wuae and all intoiicatmg liquors was abrogated in his jurisdiction 
nnd if now and then some one fearless of the consequences dranL wine 
or any intoxicating Iqoor, molten lead u«ed to be poured down lus 
tliroat Tho«e gotlty of mgbt-brawhng and lewd practices were banished 
from Ids dominions, so that not even the Qatno of such people rcniomcd 
ill the country , and qalandars, beer drinkers and gamesters according 
to the Sult'm’s orders Ind chains put on theii necks and were punished 
I y being made to clean dirty places and drag atones and clay and do 
such hkc hard labour, in order that if industrious they might cam their 
livelihood by u«efnl employment and not engage in forbidden practices. 
The Superintendents of Pohui were ordered to instruct tlie common 
poojk of the city and the people of the i«»or in the coatoms of Isldni 
and the laws regarding lawful and unlawlol tilings and the laws of the 
Prophet, and repent of sms and iwohibited things He himself used to 
nttod evening prajer on Fridays and festival days and read a IJiuthaTi 
with much eloquence, and laud himself by the titles — “ The Sultln,

In some histones it is mentioned that Saiyid Ajall, who was of tfie 
family of Kalilali and one of the chiefs of tlie pious descendants of the 
Prophet m the place of martjrdom, and was much grieved and \eied 
at the massacre of the saiytdt of Cliikan was prescut m the ma^jid one 
day when the Sultau landed himself with the ahose mentioned titles 
Without hesitation Saiyid A]aU stood np and said — ‘ God to thee 
for a liar , thou art not the just, the merciful nor the clement, thou 
who bast massacred the dei>cendanlb of tlie Prophet, and yet gayest 
these words in the pulpits of tho Mu^Iamtn ” This he said, and went 
out of the masjid 

The death of the Sultan occurred m the latter part of Juinldl 1. in 
the jear 8C2 (Apnl.

were anvilhng to hare him as king, on this account hoth noHe-a 
and plelieians concurred la widiing to raise to the tliroiie Hasan 
Khan, son of Sultan ‘AU nd-Pin , accordingly they seated him on 
the throne and plight's! their fealty to him, wht! t the common people 
citizens and *oldiery entered the house of Kum*iyun Shah and begna to 
plnndcr and pillage Ilumiydn Sh ih, together with ShMi Mahal h- 
UlUh, grandson of Sluh Ki'mat-UlUli and cigh'y troopers whom 
he had as a hody-gnstd, intending to take to flight, came oat of the 
hoQse and happened to pass by the itarbdr The elephant kiaper' 
who wero standing ready with the elephants, being well acquaint- 
ed with HnuAydn, came forward and sainted him. Saif KhAn 
and Ulugh had liccn appointed to protett the rfarWr, and 
when they saw SultSn UamSyfin Shlh, Ulngh Kh.ln opened the 
door aud myitcd him to enter. Sultan llmnayfln, relying npou his 
word, entetrd and killed Saif l^Sn with his sword,®-* and vrith the 
scqoie^cence o! Shah Mahahb Ulluband the favonr of God ascended 
the throne, and giTing nassn KLin a slap in the face said — "How 
dared you daring my lifetime desire ^omcignty and sit on the royal 
throne V’ He then imprisoned Hasan Klim and ascended the throne 
The nobles who had sworn allegiance to Hasan Khin were not 
Willing to have Homajua Sbah as king some ot them from fear took 
to flight Among these Baja Bustam Kizam-u! lliilk,»« who was 
the pwot of the kingdom and the pillar of the stale, fled towards

Sir4j iThap — who aftcraatda hetamoMn'ayxamKh in — was 
goternor of that place He met Om fngittm with all kinds of honour 
md ceremony, waited on them with propriety and presented them with 
anitable gifte, and making an agreement and coni] net with them, 
emptied the fortress and brought them into it, I at at night-fall he 
assembled a large force and in the qnict of (Ito morning when Ilassa 
Ml 10 and hia adherents were wrapped in a deip slci] in thoir lieds 
the doubk dealing Sir ij ^hm with liia troops entered the fortress, and 
taking possession of the horses and baggage sarrounded tlio citadel m 
which were Hasan Kh*in and ilirzi Ilabtb-Ulldh with their six dewoted 
followers , and when the sleepers awoke they saw the hostile troops whicli 
had surrounded the citadel. ’When Hasan Klu n saw what had hap- 
l>ened he cried for quarter Alihoogh Alirz,!

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Tide well, find feniing tliftt he miglit to wounded, lie liflcd tlic 
Sultiln from Lis saddle nnd eeating him m front of Inmsclf tied 
the Snllau’s hamar-hand. firmlj to his own waist , but this unsea- 
sonable movement caused tho armj to be dishewtened, and when 
the troops no longer saw the SoUm id his place they turned and 
Ilcd from the field of battle. The elephants which had been driven 
at a rapid pace, remained in the bands of the enemy. The centre 
of tho riakhani army without experiencing any reverse, and though 
the Sultan was still alive, hie a flock of sheep without a shepherd, 
turned towards the desert ; and contrary to tbcir custom those 
hravo men, every one of whom was skilled in fight, looked bke tho

h-hw >iah Jahan and Sikandar tChao. who were with the centre 
of tho army in attendance on the Sultan, saw the flight of tho 
array, find taking the Saltln with them proceeded to BSdar Sultln 
malttnild from excessive fear and amaxeraent did not move from his 
place, but fell into tbia reflection — ‘ The army of tho Dakhnn 
aro practising a stratagem • they have placed a force in ambush 
nnd piotend to ran away, so that when we pursue them they may 
fiurrotuid us , otherwise why should tho army fly after gaming tho 
victory ?” 

At midnight the nmin brought Snltfio Kiz^lm Sh^h into the city 
of Bidar , and next day when tho ann tobo, llakhdflmah Jahim, the 
moflicr of the SuItJn (who tbrongb fear of Hnm/lyiln Shah had 
fled to Ruyachiir, but now — cnconraged by a royal written agree- 
ment— had returned to court), gave orders for tho defence of tho 
fortress of Bidar, and appointed Njznm uI-I^IqIL also to assist her. 
Then taking the Sultan with her, led tho whole force to I iruzalad 
KalbuigJ. 

SuUan llahmfld waited three days in the same place till he was 
aaiiircd of tho toal flight of tho Dakhanl army. After that he 
marched to Bidar and encamped within eight of tho city, and 
proceeded to plunder and dovastato the city and distnct po razed 
to the ground tho houses of the nohihty and inhabitants , so that 
liotli the great and small of that coantry recited tho tahblr of death 
a\ CT their household goods and habitations, and lost all their money 
and effects. <> 

The cncnty’rt army surroanded the citadel nnd laid sjcgc to it. 
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TVom oWctv — iis his been formerly mcnlionctl — the 

foniwlations of mutcal friendship luid been finnlj laid between the 
i3ihmfmi dynasty and the SnltAns of Gnjirafc , so in this mtcrral 
Ifahhduinah Jnban, w ho was the most sensible woman of her day, 
wrote a letter to SulWn, Jlal^nOd, king of Gujarflt, complaining 
of the tyranny and oppression of her enemies, and sent it by the 
band of an cloqncnt messenger imploring assistance from tho 
Mnsalm ms of that conntry.'* 

When Snltan Mahmud heard this newrs he resolved to proceed 
to the Dahhan to repel the lynnt Mahmud Tvhiln , but his nohlcs 
and mimslcrs cxpostnlated with him, saying — “D*t,ild ^wn who 
had possessed the sovetcigntj for a week is stdl lying in wait, and 
thongh this iS the third year of Your Majesty ’s reign yoor mio 
IS still not as firmly established ihronghout tho country as it 
should he, nor bare tho important aJTairs of government been 
furthered os much as contd he desired , therefore at such a tmio 
os this to leave the scat of government, and fortbebenofit of othcis 
to go on a campaign is a matter for senoos considemtion.” 

Sultr'in Mahzndd, though still in the flower of youth, replied to 
the amirt in elegant laognige — “God is with him who is with 
God, and to assist Slasalm&ns and friends is praiseworthy and 
necessary, for the rcgahitioa of the affairs of the world and of 
mankind is founded upon concord , and it is certain that if tho 
heavens and the elements did not agree with one another and join 
together in this manner, the organization of tho umvorso would 
he annihilated , and if the race of men were to break the chain of 
mntaal assistance and reciprocity the foundations of the laws of 
Nature wonld be overthrown, . . , . ” 

"When Saltan Mahmud had ended this manly disconrsoand had 
inspired his people with manliness and bravery, after expressing 
their regret to the Soltln for their unworthy thoughts they 
chang\,d their minds and said — “If there is no help for it bnt to 
send sn army into tbeBakban, the best course seems to he to eater 
the'kingdota of MiilwS, and bo cause anxiety to the mind of tho 
Khil^U by this means yon will not have to travel so far from 
yonr own territory , and if (which Heaven forefoud ' ) any distarh- 
pnee should arise in this country, yon will bo able to return

from Bidar and set o2 two or three stages towards Kalyflni so os 
to escape b} way of Ch indor, bok m tbo mcantimo spies hrottf^bt 
the news that Snltm Mahmud Gnjaruti with Ins army was pro 
ccedmgm that dircclton , eoMahomd Khdum fearof his life tnmed 
from that direction nnd hastened towards his own dominions by 
way of Bnrhajpnr and AiUr 

■When the news of the flight of Khdji reached Saltan Ninm 
Shah he oialcrcd ^wojali Jahaa with o largo force to go m 
pnrsaifc of him, and to hang on the rear of the enemy’s mmy, 
and slaughter and ploodcr them wlicrevor bo fonnd them 
Marching with all speed he came op with the rear of the 
enemy’s army, plondercd Ibcir baggage and killed great nombers 
of them , 

On the road news again reached Snltan Sfahmud Khilji that Iho 
Gajarut army was encamped in the neighbonrhood of tho district 
of Salt ujpur, so, seeing that that road al <’0 was closed against him, 
he sDmmoned the chief of Gondnurab and sootbed him with 
vanows kinds of favour and kindness in order that ha might lead 
them, by some other route by which they might avoid molestation 
from the enemy The chief said — “In tins neighbonrhood

Turning nsido from tho direction of Daulat ibid, which was the 
route of tho Gnyirnt army, he marched with os much speed ns 
possible towards Akot When tho tyrannical army cnteied that 
Valley and desert of which the chief of the G-onds bad told iheru, 
owing to the nnmbcrs of the army and ibc length and narronness 
of tho road, tho hot winds and the scarcity of fresh water, the 
troops wcit) excessively distressed , and in tho first inarch file or 
BIX thousand of them died of thirst A band of Gonds who were 
robbers on that road, when they saw the BufTcnogs of tho army 
from want of water, took tho opporlamty to plunder them from 
front and rear and right and loft The remainder of tho army, 
after ouconntcnng a thousand dilBcnlties and dangers, had man 
aged -- half dead — to reach Kor&n 
Ifotwithstanding the ironblc and torment suffered by tho army 
of Sultan llahmud from want of water on tho fist march, name 
diately upon hearing this news, being in terror of their lives they 
started on, sometimes rising and sometimes falling It is stated 
on reliable authority that on that march a cup of water was sold 
for two rupees, and was thought very cheap at tho puce The 
truth is that since the designs of Suit in Mahmud were not accom-

A year after this Sttlt&n Mahmftd KI 1 VI 3 I ogaia took it into his 
head to wage war, and with nearly 90,000 cavalry ho set oct 
towards the Cakhan. 'When Solt&n ITjz&in ShAIi heard of this 
lio assembled his army and oofarlod bts standard for the pnrpo^o 
of repelling tho aggression, and at iho same time despatched a 
letter to Sult&n Hahtnhd of Qojar&t informing him of tho 
enemy’s invasion. When the ruler of Gnjarat was informed of 
the boldness of Itahmud Khilii heat onco prepared to oppose 
him 

MahmOd Khilii through fear of him shrank from the encounter, 
and halted on the frontiers of Devagin (Danlatilbad), where he 
contemplated his own tcrntoiy with a look of reflection and 
anxiety, thinking that perhaps the flood of destmction might sor 
ronnd him, and there might be no opportnnity for retreat by tho 
nay he had come When ho was assured of the approach of the 
army of Gnjar^t, like a gnat which flies from iho sound of the 
Wind ho beat tho dram of return, and hastened away. 

When SuUln Kix4m S!uh became aware of the flight of his 
enemy he wrote the following letter to Saltan Hlaljmud Gn^a

*‘Thc sum of the matter is that the envious and malevolent

In this year Sultm Nifam Shah son of Ilnmajiln Shah died 
suddenly m the thirteenth year of Ins age His nnptial feast had 
been prepared, when from the haram sounds of lamentation and 
wailmg arose, and the assembly of pleasure was changed into one 
of mourning The nobles and ministers, the inmates of tbo haram 
and the court attendauts shed tears of blood m their anguish 
Hia age was cloven yeaiu, anti the period of Ins reign, acconhng 
to the best authorities, was two jents and fourteen days Tins

BciigQ of Salt&Q Uohammad Shftb II , 
eoB of Sult&B XIumftyOD Sbab 

Aftkr the death of SuU&n NifJm Sh*ih tbo nobles and generals 
consented to (he sncccssion of hts brother, Sultdo hlahammad 
Shah, who was then in his tenth year , and according to precedent, 
on the above'ffientioned date, Malik ul MQshA,!kh Shfih Muhabb- 
Ullah and the chief <a»yicJ, Saiyid Mnojalab bin Saiyid seated 

him on the throne, recited the falthat and wished him long life and 
prosperity, and the nobles and generals phghtcd their fealty to him 

The Saltan behaved with liberality towards the doctors of the law, 
the nobles and ministers, and snbjects and army , and invested them 
with robes of honour, and distnbnted many valuable presents. 

In truth SultJn Muhammad Shall was a king endowed with 
dignity, of high abilities as a mler, andbia magnificence and pomp 
exceeded that of any other king of Hindustan as well as his own 
ancestors Among other articles of luxury and regal dignity n 
thousand Turkl slaves from Kibchak of exceeding beauty waited on 
him, each standing in liis place with folded hands and lowered 
head In the time of this monMch the laws of justice and equity 
were strengthened and confirmed, and the foundations of tyranny 
and oppression were destroyed 
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In tlio beginning of his reign the affiirs of government Tvere 
conducted by Malik -ut*Tujjfir Kbwfljah MahmCid Gawan , and 
vnth tlio approval of ifaVhdumah Jaliln and all the anttr^ and 
grandees Khtyajah Jaban Tail. Sbdhi was pumshed bccaoso jn the 
time of the late Sultan he had been guilty of negligence m the war 
with MabmOd Khild The power of Malik nt Tnjjar was now 
vastly increased, and his orders were overywhere obeyed tbrougbout 
the dominions of the Snltan.

them quarter, so they came out , bnt the governor of that fortress, 
who was an infidel, had treacherous designs concealed in bis heart 
and at the time of taking pan be stabbed Nizum al Mulk to tho 
heart with a dagger.

In the midst of these ndaira the Snltm ono day gave a pnhhc 
nndiencc, and having conferred (illcaon tho nobles and Tnintslcrs, 
tnodo the following cloqncot speech in darbar —

With the consent of the Qncen Mother, italthdumtli Jslmti, tho 
ofCce of prime mmistcr and tlie tegnl&lion of tho affairs of tho 
country and people waacontetred on Khw^iah Mahmud GWin, 
who was ennobled by tho title of Khwsjah Jahftp, and was given 
nnlintited aothoniy over all tho affairs ol Stale Ilo used Ins 
)>ower wisely , and lu whatever direction ho inmed, ho redneed tho 
coniitnes to sobmission and compcMod them to pay tribate. Ho 
increased tbos tho Cahmant domtoiooa to an extent never achieved 
by former soTcrcigag, 

After Ibo affairs of goremment had been pat into the hands of 
Khwajah Mahmud, entitled Khwnjoh Jahiln, orders were issned for 
tho assembly of a large army with which ho proceeded on an 
expeditionagamattheiQ&dclsof Habllnnd Bvgalkot, and iho troops 
snrronnded the fortress and laid siege to lU Tho sonod of drums 
and trnmpcts reached to the hcavcos, and they took to their arrows, 
cannons and gnns. ETCnlaally tboDakhanl troops took possession 
of tho fortress They pat many of tho garrison to the sword, 
plundered tho houses and seizing whatever they could carry off, 
levelled tho rest with the gronnd. 

The Saltan by that attack having gained possession of the 
fortrcsse,s of Unhli and Bignikot and tho remaining forts and 
districts of that country, redneed the chiefs of those parts to 
submission, and the latter after having paid tho revonuea of their 
distncls into the royal treasory, were exempted from farther 
lAolestalion by tho troops.

When the Saltan had spent a short tune in enjoyment and 
recreation in his capital he conceiTcd the idea of ■waging' a jiha I 
a^minst the infidels of the forts and hills of the Konhan so ho 
sammoned the nohles and ministera of Stats, and explained his 
intentions Khwajah Mahmud GHwfin, standing np among the 
nobles, respectfully sainted the Saltan, andsaid — ‘We are ready 
to sacrifice our Iwes in yonr serTice and to save yoa from the 
trouble incidental to condacting a campaign yourself in person 
if Your Majesty so orders it, I will undertake this duty, and by 
the aid and fa Four of God and Yonr Majesty’s good fortune I shall 
clear the base infidels out of all the forts and towns of that country, 
and take possession of them, and so free Tour SIsjesty's slares 
from all anxiety from them * 

The SoUan highly approved of Ibis proposal, and presented many 
royal gifts and a special robe of houoar to ^crujah Jahan A 
number of nobles and generals wero appointed to co-oporate with 
ghwfljah Jahan in conqaermg (he Coakan 

Khffnah Jahas irith a large force set out on the march from 
Btdar, and halting m the district of Eolhfipnr, made preparations 
for (be campaign He sammoned the army whicli was m tint 
place , and from Junnar and ChakaD Asnd joined him 

With a laige force Eishwar Ehin also umyed with his force from 
Kalar and Sllbbol 

When a snOiciently large force had asscmhled ^wajah Jahan 
proceeded against tho rebellions people of tint land, end ordered 
his troops to cut down and hum the jangle which served as a 
hiding-placo for the enemy When the base infidels of that 
country becamo aware of bis approach they joined one another in 
numbers Uko ants and locnsU to oppose him, and neatly fifty 
engagements took place between tho Muhammadans and, tho 
infidels After that the rainy season amved with its clouds, ram 
and storms, so Khwujali Jahm nnavoidably adjourned tho cam 
paign, and with his army returned to Kolhapfir, whore ho remained 
till tho conclusion of tho season of damp and mud Then Khw ijoli 
Jail in raised lijs standanl and rtsnmcd the comiucst of the conntrj

such as horses, elephants, maidens aod female slaves of cypress like 
forms and tulip like cheeks, as well as precious jewels and pearls 
fell into the minister’s hands. 

Khwajah Jahau with his army took this immense booty to the 
court of the Sultlu, aud after making his obeisance, presented go 
many offerings from the booty which had fallen into his hands in 
his unmerous victories that the beholders were astonished The 
Sultm, by royal favours aod kiDdorases, exalted ^wajab Jabao 
above all h\a equals, and conferred on him the titles of Majhs i 
Karim asd *Az!m-i A'zam Hum tyun klgkbdum Khwajah JabSn , 
and orders were given that in the royal assembly none of the nobles 
or grandees should take precedence of Khwajah Jalian , and that 
he should have sapreme authority in tho governmeutof the Dakhant 
dominions 

In th& year the Queen-BIothor. Makhdtlmah JaMn died, and 
inA. H 875 (A D 1470) the SnlUn assumed the reins of govcm> 
ment

The Salt in was rojoieod to hear this news, and rcsolred upon 
the conqaest of those dominions , accordingly he held a cooncil of 
war with hia nobles and ministers Malik Niz&tn'Ul'Mulk 
Bahrl, who was one of the favourites of Hutniyun Shah, said — 
With Tour Majesty a permission I will undertake this dnty ’ 
Tlio Saltan invested him with a special roho of honour, and dcs 
patched him with some of the other nobles in that direction 

When the base infidels of those parts heard of the approach of 
Iho royal army they assembled nn army more namorous than ants 
and locusts, in the midst of heat like the flaraos of hell, and came 
out to oppose tho army of Islam , but however mncli they strove 
attacking and retreating before tbc conquering army, they were at 
last reluctantly compelled to take to flight, nod the royal army 
pursued thecB aud put many of them to tho sword. 

After this victory, Nirkm a! MulL Bahrl marched towards the 
fortress of Btljamundacl (Itajamahendrl), and in a short time 
obtained possession of it Thence ho proceeded towarrb tho fort 
of Kond&vtr, which is situate on tho summit of an extremely 
high motintam and bailt on hard rock This fortress he laid 
eiego to and after great exertions it was taken like the others 

Malik Niz&tn ul Mulk took most of the forts of those districts, 
and assigned them to the nobles and ministers on fcndal tenure , 
then hastening back to tho rojral conrt ho mode his obeisance to 
tho Sultin and presented to him the booty which ho had obtained 
from tho land of tho infidels, and ho was rewarded by Lingly gifts 
and a robo of Iiononr, 

At this same period the prime minister, Jah&n, 

founded four lofty and 'beantlfiU domos and colleges In the 
b&a&r of Bldar. Mauliud Mahmfid Shiraz! has composed a 
chronogram recording tho date of tho building of tho collcgo*^ (A H 
876, — A D 1471) Up to the timeof tho writer of these pages —

In tUe j ear 879 (A D 1474) the Soltin sat in state ou liia throna 
and gave a public audience to tbe omir* and nobility, and in elegant 
language explained as follows —“Tbe announcers of news have 
informed me that tbe district ofWairaga^h, whicb is in possess on 
of Jatak BAya, tbe ungrateful, is a mine of diamonds , and I am 
resolved that that distiict also, like all tbe others, shall be brooght 
into the posaesaion of the eervauta of ibis court , and that in Ibobe 
distiicts the rites of Ishm shall be mtrodneed, and tlic symbols of 
infidelity and darkness be obliterated *' 

Hajlis Hafi ‘AbdUUib *Adi\ Kblp , or — according to one 
historian — lath Ullah DaryAKhm"^ (according to tbe diversity 
of opinion of historians) stood np, and salnting tl o bnit m, said — 
’ I hope that I may be intrusted with this duty m order that at the 
risk of my life I may, by the aid of God and tbe favour of Tour 
Majesty’s good fortune, take the fortress of Man gadh and conqnci 
the luQdols of that country.” 

The feultun rewarded ‘Add Khan with kingly gifts, invested 
him with a special robe of honour and despatched him in that 
direction with several nobles ami ministers The said 'Add Kb m 
with a largo force marohod towaida ■Wairagadh, and m due tiuie 
encamped in the neighbourhood of tbat fortress which wti<t 
exceedingly lofty and strong, and laid siege to it Ihe troops 
displayed much gallantry and strove tbcir utmost, so that the 
defendora were at last reduced to extremities When Jatak Ikiya 
witnessed the strength and bravery of the attacking force he was 
overcome with fear, and sued for vjuarter He sent a message to 
Majlis Rafi* ‘Add Khan, tendering his snbmission , and said fl at 
if a written promise of safe conduct for bis family were granted, 
ho would surrender the fort ‘Add Khan accordingly gave the 
required written promise, and took possession of the fort nnj 
leaving some of his troops in charge of it, returned with the rest 
of i«{3 oirmy is tins njyaJ court, aod presented do tho Salt \n d?»o 
valnablo booty which he had obtained The Sultan reuarded him 
I aiidsomcly invested him with a ejiecial robe of honour and 
assigned to him as a y "'gtr tho districts which be bad conqucivd

of obcdienet, and raising the standard of revolt had taken posses- 
sion of tlio island of Goa He added — “With i'onr Hnjchtj’s

The SoUnn whh astonished at the military ardour and bravery of 
that pure minded, incumparablo minister , bat, preferring to enjoy 
tho happiness of himself waging ayi/od, ho ordered his arro^ to 
bo assembled, and from all quarters countless troops flocked into 
tho court 

The Suit m n ith an army more numerous than drops of ram or 
tho sand of the desoit proceeded towards the fortress of Balgai^vr 
(Bclgaum) t one which is distmgQiahcd and exceptional in strength 
among all the forts of the Dakhan from the foundation of the 
walls to tho niched hattlenicnt, all bniU of cot stone, and it hail 
a deep wet ditcli In doe time tho Sultan encamped in tho 
neighbourhood of that fortress, and being anxions to take it ho 
ordered his troops to bo drown up in great force in front of it Tho 
royal engineers apportioned the ground to tho differont amrs and 
heads of the army, and in a few days tho attack commenced with 
loud noise and they battered the towers and battlements with can- 
nons, guns, mangonels^ and all the implements of war Each day 
they used to throw the day of resurrection into tho fortress of the 
infidels, and with the crash of cannon and mangonels destroyed tho

He therefore sent a pereon to the and ministers and bnbed 
them to indnce the Sultan by some memis or other to refrain from 
fating the fortress Next day, when the nohles went to make their 
obeisance to tbe Snltao, they all, with one accord, interceded for 
the cursed Parkatapah When the Saltan saw the nnammity of 
the a»«ra in interceding for the worshippers of idols he smiled a 
forced smile, and spoke as follows in elegant langnage — • ‘*What 
boldness is this on the part of the enrsed Parkatapab , that he dares 
to contend against our forces* Against ns, the foremost among tbo 
eons of men, who have inherited the name of ‘ Saltan ' and the 
title of 'Eaynn* fromonr illnstnona ancestors against us who 
from the time of Bahman, son o! Isfandyar,** to Kaydmars have 
been illastriOQS sovereigns With God’s help I will make into fuel 
for hell that accursed, coutemptiblo one with all hts kindred, m 
order that other rebels may take exaniple from him " 

The Sol tin then nrged Ins troops to make fresh endeavours, and 
m order to sec the progress of the fight, and euCourage the he'irts 
o! his brave warnore, he rode his pic bald charger , and from 
Ins regal digmtyand majesty the strength of the army was increased 
so thal each one became equal to a thousand, and instilled the 
utmost fear into the hearts of the infidels 

When FarkMapah saw the helpless state of the gamson, he 
trembled and himself sent his family from the towers of tbo for- 
tress to make their obeisance to the SnltAn, while he himself came 
out from a tower in front of the royal court, with a rope round his 
neck, and tying himself to a pillar stood like a slave The Salt m 
on seeing this and tho coming of his family, took pity on tlio 
wretched ercaturcs, and forgmng their o&encea spared tbeir li% cs , 
and bestowed tbo fortress on bis minister ^wsjali JabAn 

After that the Sultan relnmcd towards his capital, but on tho * 
way slopped some days at Bijapdt, and bestowed haudsomo pro

tlieir several merits and scmces He then retamed to Ins capital 

In the same year a great famine occarred in the DaUtau , and 
Binco that sadden misfortune originated in Bi]4pur it was generally 
known as the famine of Qijapur it extended to most of the dis 
tricts and many people died of hanger and destitution After that 
the Creator of the world and Provider of the necessaries of lifo 
opened the doors of comfort id the face of mankind and all kinds 
of animals , and m His great mercy freed the people from trouble 
and disquietude Praise bo to Qod for His beneficence ] 

In the midst of iheso affairs the Saltan was inforincd that the 
perfidious Bftya ot Orissa, iritb a large force of foot and horse 
had invaded tho territories of Islam Ifizam ul Mnlk Bahri, who 
was situated as a barrier between the country of the infidels and 
tlio territories of Islam, owing to the numbers of the enemy s 
force, was unable to cope with them, hastened towards Waxlrftblld. 
Tiio SalHa ordered his army to be aesembled in all haste st the 
town of 3IaUkpar,^^ near AshtUr,)* on the book of a tank which 
was 000 of the innovations of Malik Hasan Hium nl Molk Balirt 
According to orders they fiooked there from all parts, and to a 
short time an immense force was assembled , and the SoUftn march* 
iRg with them in due timeamved near the fortress of BajftmuQdrl 
(B ijflmahcndrl) Prom that innaoierable force the Saltan picked 
out 20 000 men with two horses each, and leaving the minister 
Khwaiali Jahnn in tlio royal camp m attendance on tho prince 
(M-ihmfid K^nl ho himself with the picked troops proceeded to 
HSjsmnndrl , and was accompanied on this occasion by the Frince 
of the Apostles, Sbth Mniiabb-HIlab, grandson of ShShNimat- 
Ullih 

■WboQ they arrived in tho neighbourhood of tho fortress of 
Raj iraundn, they saw an immense city, on the farther side of 
wJiioh the infidel Narsiijha B4ya with f 00,^00 cursed infantry and 
500 elephants like mountains of iron had taken his stand On 
this Bide of the nver he had dog a deep ditch, on the edge of 
which ho had built a wall like tho rampart of Alexander, and filled 
it with cannon and gi^ns and all the apparatus of war Yet 
notwithstanding all this army and pomp and pride and preparation*

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when Naraipha Raja heard of the arrival of the Saltan’s army, 
IhmVing it advisable to avoid meetiag their attach, he elected to 
tale to flight. 

When the SnWn became aware of the flight of the enemy he 
appointed Jlalib Fath-UlUb Darya ^an with several other amrs 
of his conquering army to go in pnranit, and in slanghtering and 
plandering to strive their utmost. Darya Kha n, accordingly, with 
his division pnrsned the infidels as i&r as the fortress of Baja- 
mandil, and laid siege to it. The Sol^n also followed him with 
ail speed and raised his vielorions standards at the foot of the 
fortress. The noise of the war drams and trnmpets wassnch that 
the infidels imagined it tvas the trampet of Isrifj] Ordeis were 
given to the army to sarronnd the fortress, and with cannons, gnns, 
atrowa and all the engines of war to tedocc the besieged to 
extremities and deny them the necessaries of life- 

It had nearly an-ived at that stage that the face of victory was 
refieoted in the mirror of the desires of the royal troops, when 
suddenly the commander of the fortress cried for q-narter. The 
SnlUo in his exceeding mercy and kindness took pity on those 
nnfortonate people, pardoned their oflences and gave them a 
written promise o! quarter. Tho governor of the fortress riding 
on. an elephant of gigantic size went to pay his respects to the 
Saltan. Ho made his obeisance and was enrolled among the Tnrkt, 
Tilangi and Habsht slaves. 

Tho Sultin with some of the nobles and great men went ont on 
the Bnmmit of the fortress, and signified bis wish that the rites of 
the faith of Islam shoold be introdneed into that abodeof infidelity. 
He appointed to tho charge of the fortress the same person to whom 
it had been formerly assigned,’* 

After that tho Snltan went forth, and evalting bis victorious 
standards, proceeded towards his capital, where ho tamed his 
attention to the administration of jostico and looking after his 
snlqecls and army. He liberally rewarded the officers and brave 
men of UU army. 

In the midst of these events ‘Adil Shfth, WAU of Aslrgadh 
;ind Borhan^lur, who had been constantly in snbjeplion to the

In tho months of the year 885 (A D 1480) tho Snltan tvis 
informed that his subjects in the fortof Kond ivir had biolcen ont m 
rebellion, and throwing themselves oo the protection of Jiarsinlia 
Raya had altogether withdrawn from their allegiance to tho rule of 
Islam Undoabtedly to defer or n^lect to admonish and 0110811*10 
them woald give nee to sedition and distorbance, and probably lead 
to the destruction of the conotry, so the Saltm on heanng the 
news, in the month of Ramazan in theabovc mentioned year (No- 
vember, A S 1480) ordered bis army to bo assembled , and 
marching with it towards the kingdom of Vljay&nagar, m duo 
time arrivfid in tho neighbourhood of the fortress of Eondftvlr, 
and encamping there, completely snrronnded it, so as to prevent all 
entrance or exit on the part of the infidels. 

Immediately upon this movement of the army, the rebels in the 
fortress were mneh distarbed, and tlio swords, spears and arrows 
struck terror to their hearts , bo they hoisted flags of sabmission 
on the towers and battlements They all then begged to be for 
given, and said — “The cause of our swerving from the road of 
obedience, and travelling in the desert of error was this, — Certnm 
ministers of the royal coart who wished to seise for themselves 
the government entrnsied to them, set over ns as their agentsa 
clique of disrepatablc, tyrannical oppressors who stretched oat tho 
hand of oppression and authority over out property and worldly 
gvwtf?#, acfd iwwJd soi rdioia frais ihe^r s^ijssi {nscLvcs, J .vnicror 
much wc represented the circamatancos They would not allow 
the tale of onr oppression to reach the Sultln , so at last we were 
driven to desperation ’ 

When Iho Sultan heciime aware of tho oircnmstinccs of those 
giiiUlL6B oj presfecil I'toj Ic ho | ardoned thtir past offences, and in 
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Iiii cscecilmg kindness Iio^IowhI U,o fortress Killi oil de„o„, 
<lrac.es on Mnlik Hasan Humlyfla SMhI Hiram ul MuIIc Bahrl 
in oriler that ho might ciert himwilf m chenahing the sabjccla Dot 
from the words of tlio .nhab.taala of tho fortress the ij'nst of 
voialion towards Khwajah JahAn settled on tho margin of tho 
Sultan’s mind, and he acoretlr rcsolred on his destrnct.on 
After tho conclnsion of the affair of Kondsrir agreeablv to his 
desires, it occurred to the Snltm that the eitensivo plains are onlv 
open to m.lilarj- operations np to tho rainy season, and the oiadi- 
calion of the womhippera of LAt and llanlt and the deslrnetion 
of the mUdels was an object mneh to be desired , and as the mCdel 
Harsiahn, _ who, oiling to hia nnmerons army and tho ejtenl of 
bis dominions, was the greatest and moat powerfnl of all the rnleis 
of Tolingani-i and V.jayanagnr — had latterly shown delay and 
remissnes, in pronng his sineentj towards the royal emit by 
sending presents and n’at JaW.ST therefore the best conise to

Wien the earned Narsinha obtained information of tho appmacli

other resource, ho sent tf quantity of yalnable presents of jewellery 
and other Talnables, elephants and horses to the Saltan’s conrt, and 
confessing his vreakness, promised obcdicnco and submission. 

In the midst of these affairs the Snlt&n was informed that nt a 
distance of fifty farsaJ^t^^ from his camp was n city called OsoJI 
(EAnchtpura or EAncbl), situated in tho centro of the dominions 
of that malignant otto, cootaiaing temples which were the wonder 
of the age, filled with coantless concealed treasures and jewels and 
valuable pearls, besides mnamerablo bcaatifnl slave girls From 
the rise of Islam up to this time no hlnbaramadan monan h had set 
foot in it no stranger had Hid hand on tho check of the bride of 
that idol temple , and it was soggested that if the Sultan wtre to 
send an expedition against it, immeaso booty and troasnros would 
doabtless bo obtained. 

On hearing this news the Soltin loft tho pnneo and the pure* 
minded ministci , ^wajah Jahin and some of tho nobles and great 
mon in charge of the camp, whilst ho himself with nearly 10,000 
horse made forced marches from that place , and after they had 
for om. day and two nights, ftaToIIcd a long distance through an 
uneven country, on the morning of tho second day, which happen- 
ed to be tho llihof Maharram m tho year 88C (12th March, A.D. 
1481) the Saltin with Nisim nl Mnlk Bahrt, Khln-i 'Azam ‘Adil 
Kfam and 150 special slaves of the Sultan , oafstnppcd tho whole 
army, and having surrounded the city of KnnchJ, entrapped tho 
people of that city ofsicoers Out of a number who had been 
appointed for the protection of the city and temples, some were put 
to the sword, whilst others by a thousand stratagems escaped with 
their lives, and took to flight The royal troops moment; by 
moment and hoar by hoar following one another were assembling 
till a large army was collected under the Salt m’s standard After 
that, at a sign from tho Snlian, the troops took to plundering and 
devastating They levelled the city and its temples with the ground, 
and overthrow all the symbols ol infidelity, and sneh a quantity of 
jewels, valuable pearls, slaves and lovely maidens and all kiuds of 
rarities fell into their hands, that they were beyond computation

After tlie baccessfol accomplisbmeat of liia desires, tbe Saltan 
retarned from that place to his camp On arriving there he 
ordered an elegant poetical acconni of this celebrated Victor j to be 
Tvntten, and copies distnbated tbronghont his dominions 

In the midst of these affairs a cliqno of jealous and malevolent 
persons who play with the aiiderstaoduig of everyone, and by deceit 
and knavery under the sciahlance of friendship, create ill feeling 
between father and eon, Iiaving conceived pore lies and vile 
inventions which had the appearance of truth, leported them to 
the servants of the Saltan 

The details of thissnmmary and theabndgment of this digression 
13 this — that a namber of Hpilcfnl persons, “diseiae in their 
hearts,” who nero contmaally making malignant iinpntations 
against the Khwajah, with a large snm of money, bribed one of his 
confidential slaves who always kept his seal abont him, to affir 
his seal to a paper, and return it to them , so that by this cnuning 
dm ice they might accorephsU their designs The misguided slave, 
eccordiog to the wishes of those evil persons, readily consented to 
do that sbamefal deed 

The conspimiors wrote a letter pnrporiing to be from Khwaiab 
Jahan to Karsiaba Rdya, foil of treachery and ingratiinde towards 
his benefactor, and at the time of leisure Ihoy presented that 
letter to the Sultan m his private apartment, and secretly gave 
him that manifest calomoy in the garb of sincerity and certainty, 
and this served to verify the statements of tbe former calommi 
tors Sine*’, from the passage of tbe complaint of the inhabitants 
of Koodkvir the dost of alleged injury from the minuter had 
already settled on the mind of tbe SaUdn,tbQcouteotsof this Utter 
pat the former matter into motion, and he folly determined to 
pat to death that incomparablo minister 

On tbe 5th of Safar, m the year last mentioned (A H 886 = 
Sth April, A C 1481), the nobles being all assembled in (be 
cohrl, the SulpD, on pretence of having taken an apenent, retired 
from the assembly, and scut some one to snnimoa ^wajah Jahin, 
and called him into bis private apartment

“As martyrdom to love ia glorious here and hereafter, 
“Happy should I be to be carried dead from this field.” 
And in an ede which he had composed in the previous yuar 
in praiso of the Saltan, he foretold this drcnmstance.

When the Khwajah arrived in the presence of the SnltAo, he 
kissed the ground in salutation. The Snltao asked hioi: — “If » 
slave of mine is disloyal to his benefactor, and his crime is proved, 
what should be his panishment ?” ' , 

KhwAjah Jahfin, withoot hesitation, replied : — “The abandoned 
wretch who practises treachery against his lord should meet with 
uothing hut the sword.” 

The SnltAn then showed I^^jab,JabAn the foi^d letter ; and 
when the wretched ^wijah saw it, he exclaimed : — “By God ! 
this is an evident forgery.”** He placed his head on the ground 
and emphatically swore: — ■ “AUhongh this letter is sealed with 
ray seal, yonr slave has no knowledge of its contents. God forbid ! 
that such base ingratitude should emanate from this slave, with 
BO many past services and risking of life? who has experienced so 
many acts of kindness from Your Majesty, and who has been 
distinguished and selected above all his equals. 

By God, the jewel of whose commands 

The Hpiritual perforate with their hearts* blood, 

It is like the false story of Yusuf and the wolf <3 

That which his enemies say of this slave.” • » 

However mnch Khwajah Jahan spoke in this strain, it was of 
no avail. The SulUn, on some excuse, rose up. Jauhar Hnbsht

Bat the clique who had designed this plot, in a short time met 
with their just recompense , for shortly afterwards their fraud and 
deceit became manifest to the Stdt&n their treachery and mgrati- 
tttde was proved, and they receiving the punishment doe to them, 
were put to death, aad the remainder were banished 


After the excentiOB of Kbwajah Jahin, the Saltan proceeded 
towards his capital, and looked after the comfort of his soldiers 
and subjects, treating all with mocb kindness After some time 
he repented of having kitted (hat miiustcr , bat since the arrow 
had sped from the bow and the shaft of fsto lodged in the butt, 
regret was of 'no avail For this reason delay and dcUberaiion la 
punishing is advocated by the greatest of sages, who says — 

* One caanot remedy the paoished, while be who is not punished 
can be judged " 

In some histones rt is related that after the martyrdom of 
Kliw&jah dahan, the Sultan one night in a dream saw the Prophet 
seated on the throne of judgment, and the father of Khwljah 
Jahnn appealed against oppression, and demanded retribaiion for 
the blood of his Boa The Prophet asked him for his witnesses, 
□pon which be pi-oduced them , and in accordance with the orders 
of the Prophet, the law of rctaliatioa was enforced npon the Saltan, 
who from terror of (hat dresdrul dream, awoke , and by compnl 
Sion and oncasiness related the dream to his intimates He was 
in a constant state of terrew owing to that dream

here like the sand, he resolved to invade VijayanAgar and seize 
> the Eonkan On the way there the SnltAn was seized with asthma 
and fever, and bis strength snddenly failed owing to the seventy

increased Lia ilInesB TI 10 Snllin Bcemg deatli approaclimg made 
hi 3 will He sent for Prince Ahmad — afterwords called Sultan 
Idahiuad and baring appointed him heir to the throne died 

The nobles and statesmea rent tbeir clothes and put dost on 
their heads and began weeping and wailing 

Snltjn Mnhammad Shah was a hing charactenred by mildness 
and biavery and celebrated for his mercy and generosity , but he 
had sold the gem of his precwnaBonl for the jewel of the liquid 
ruby of pare wine, and had burnt the nest of the bml of his spin! 
in the desire of pleasure He lisd a great partiality for the 1 nrW 
slaves and left in their Itsods the management of all the important 
affairs of State 

The DaUiatil aairt — wlio had been brought np by the ances 
tors of the Sultan — after bis death unaniinonsly agreed to the 
succession of Sulidn Mahmud Sh«h Oiitwanlly they had mixed 
with that clique [theTurkfs] like dice of ivory and ebony on a 
chess hoard, bnt id the eud they played with false dice, and 
snddenly falling npon the TnrUa, threw them on the clicks table 
of annihilation and raisforlone, and arrested them. But even 
tually the Dakliant omirs treated one another in the same manner^ 
and crossed swords with one another , so that a country which was 
adorned like the faces of the fair became utterly dishevelled and 
confused like the curls and hair of women some of which occur- 
lencea shall after this, please God, be written in the account of 
Saltan i^alimiid Shjh

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CHAPTER XIV. 

Beiga oC Sult&n Slalimtld Sh&h, 
son of Sult&n ICuI^ammod Sh&h. II. 

Aftfr the death of the late Sal^n, the amirs and mmisters and 
leaders of the army unaninioosly' agreed to the sttccession of 
Halimtid SU&h, and accordingly seated htnx on the throne, and 
tendered their congratnlatioiui. 

When SnllSn Sfaljmfid sneceeded to the throne, he liberally 
bestowed presents and conferred faTonrs on all, and spread the 
wings of mercy and jastice over his snbjects ; and in the early 
part of bis reign all his snbjects passed their days in safety and 
case. 

Prom the time of the late Saltan np to the present the Tntki 
slaves, who were brave and warlike, had obtained great power, and 
had brought into their own grasp most of the important affairs of 
the sovereignty ; and in the time of the present Snitdn also, in the 
same manner as formerly, most of the State affairs were in their 
hands, and they had assumed snpreme power. 

Tbe amirs and maltks of the Dakh&n now made overtares o! 
fnendship with the Turks; hot amoogihe great men of the age 
or even among tbo human race in general, as long as it exists— - 
fnendship has no possibility ot pennaneucy or durability. Tho 
DaUianls entered into an alliance and made a firm compact with 
Kaw<lm>ul*Mulk Turk, who was the minister of the principality. 
The Tarkt amws, relying upon the compact of the Dakhanls, were 
careless of [the conseqnences ofj its binding terms. 

Some of the Dakhant amirs toM ^wam-nl-MoIk that Abd-IHIah 
*Adil Kh an, Path-UlISh 'Imad'iil-Ualk and all tbe Dakbani amtrr 
and maliKs intended, after doing homage to the Snl^n, to take 
their leave and set ont for their own country ; hut as they were in 
dread of tho Turks, it was necessary that on the following day none 
of tlAj Tnrkt attendants should show themselves in the city until 
these had taken their departure. The simple-minded Kawam-ul- 
Malk, deceived by his enemies, complied with the request ; and on 
ibe appointed day, in the manner promised, the Turk! amirs, 
enjoying themselves in their own habitations and assemblies were 
heedless of the happening of the accidents of fate. But the 
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Dakhftiil amirs witli tlieir Iroopa fully armed entered tlie fort, and 
•wliile every one of the TuiLIbih rs, according to instructions, were 
oil their guard in their own bonsee, the Dakliama fell upon them 
md slaughtered them A few only* with great ditficnlty, managed 
to escape, and hid themselves m oitt-of the way places 

After the maasacre of the Turks, Malik ^aaan Kizam.ul. 
Mulk Bahrl was distingaished by royal favours and was exalted to 
the title of Malik Na,lb, and all the affairs of government were 
placed in his hands Babas forthe Dakhanis who had massacred 
the clique of Turks after having made a compact with them in a 
short time the consequences of that actios recoiled on them, and 
caused them endless unsfortunea 8ome of that clique hoisted the 
standard of revolt, and having collected a large army, had the 
boldness to march against the Snltan 
Sult&n Ahmad Kialm*ul*Mulk, who had been carefully reared 
under the special enpermtendence of his father, the Malik 
and who, notwithstanding his tender age, was adorned with nbun 
dance of braver) and generosity, learning, justice and all human 
qualities , m accordance with the Suit in’s orders bad had the 
districts of Juntrand CUakau and that part of the country conferred 
on him as a feudal tennre snd ^«^tr — ns will hereafter he related 
in detail m thehistoiy of that king When the news of the revolt 
of the army of the DaUian against the king reached him [Ahmad 
Kiztm nlMalk], he marched with bis army to the assistance of 
Ific SultHD 

When the rebel army heard of his approach they were much 
alarmed and began to waver The prince with his bravo troops 
attacked the rebels, and in one engagement put them to flight, and 
pursuing them for several /armwyv, slaughtered many of them, both 

It waa this Abmad Niyfcn ol Malk who a few years afterwards hecame 
the founder of the Shtht dynasty of Atmadnagar Thongh here called

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great and little. A few only managed with mncli difficulty to 
escape. The prince after being greatly distinguished by royal 
favours, took his leave, and retaraing to his own country, looked 
after the welfare of his subjects in Jnnir and Chakau. 

After that the Snlt.*in marched with his army to make war 
against tbo country of Telingfinft and on reaching Warangal 
pitched his camp within sight of the fortress. 

At this time a clique of ^babia in the service of the SultW bad 
the utmost confidence placed in them j and owing to the powet 
they possessed in. the affairs of govemmeut, ased to behave in a 
very imperious manner ; and being at enmity vritb tho Halik Nn,ib 
were constantly trying to get rid of him by repeating to the SnlUu 
speeches and stories tending to prcjodice him against the miiiistcn 
So many slanders and lies did they concoct agninst that incom' 
parable minister that the heart of the Solt-^n was tor nod against 
him, and they obtained from the Saltan an order for the minister’s 
execution, but waited (or an opportunity of carryieg it out. ^Vhcu 
tho hCalik KA.tb becamo aware of their treaehoroos intentions 
towards him, he ded from tho camp of tbo SnlUn and hastened to 
tho capital, Sldar. Since tbo cop of the life of that minister of 
pare disposition had become fall be did not [as be onght to have 
done] go to Jnnnarto the prince, Saltan Ahmad NizAm-nl-hlalk 
Bahrl, bat instead went to Dldarin hopes of assistanco from 
Fosand Khan, who was one of his dependents. Tho nnrcliable 
Fasand at first made him solemn promises. Ontwardly he 
showed him obedience and enbmission, but secretly ho sent a 
person to the Soltno and gave his promise that when the Saltan 
should arrive in tbo neighbourhood of the capika], he would put to 
death the hfalik If a, lb and send bis bead out from the fortress, on 
condition that theSnlUn should accord him his favour and grant him 
immunity from his royal dUplcaHurc. The Saltan, in accordance 
with the proposal of the foolisb Fosand KhAn. sent him a 17111160 
promise cf support, aud afterwards himself proceeded to Bidar. 

When the Snltan arrived in the neighbourhood of the cnpiUl, 
Faaand TTh& n — who after that became notorions for ingratitude 
T martytod tho Kalik K&ytb, and having cut off his head, throw 
it ontsido the fortress. The SnlUn then proceeded to hia palace 
and took his case. 
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At this time tlie power and authority of tho people of Habehah 
and Zangbar in the serTice of the SuUAu bad increased a thousand 
fold, and the other State o^cials had no longer any power except 
ID name The whole conntry aod the ofSces and political affairs 
of the kingdom and the government trcasnries they divided among 
themselves, and arrogantly ignoring the sovereign, themselves 
governed the kingdom Bat sinco tho star of their good fortnne 
had now reached its zenith, after contmning for n long time 
nndimimshed as la invariably the rule with fortune as well as 
the revofving beavena — Cbo star of that cfiqne began Co cfec/ine 
The Tnrks, who are a war Itkc and blood thirsty nee, got into 
their hands most of the affairs of importance and the highest 
dignities, thus Hasan Khan Kh urasan! bccamo Khwajah Jahan, 
JamlLl-nd'Dln S ihib i Haoz obtained the title of ‘Am nl HnIL and 
‘All Turk that of Jah&ngir Khan. 

At the same time the SuitAc, following the example o!hi$ 
illnstrions sneeatora on the throne, for the sake of invoking the 
divine blessing on his bed, tnsmed his own sutor Fdtunah, 
daughter of the late Saltan Muhammad Sh^h, to Eis Highness 
Bablb-UUdh 8hdh *Atlyat>xm£h, son of Shuh Muhabb-Ullah , 
and according to the timc-hononted enstom of the kings of India, 
gave a great entertainment on this occasion. The fort of Medak, 
which IS situate in the country of Tehngani on a piece of solid 
rock, he gave to them as a wedding present. Hia other sister ho 
gave in marriage to His highness MlreA Adham, son of Shah 
Mnhabhb-UlUfa, nud settled upon them m fendal tonnre the district 
of Jdklti « 

Account of the open Bebellion of the Amirs of the 

Dakhan and their sbaoieful fighting against the Sultan. 

It is related that the SaltSa made a bcantiful flower garden with 
a rivulet running through it, the banks of which were lined with 
trees , and m that garden he spent hia time in pleasure and 
amusement from niormog till evening, contmnally dnnking cups 
c/ jrioff, 0(10 aight the Sahia proceeded (a his 

royal villa, and bis troops haring dispersed he indnlged m pleasure 
and conviviality , but in the midst of this a great tumult was heard 
from tb© streets and bazars of the city and fortress. The whole pf

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tlm aViny ind {joiie to the royal palace with tbo iutontion of 
deposing the Sultftn At that time ten able bodied and brave 
young Turks presented ihexn&elvea before the SuJtSn, and showing 
dauntless conrage, killed numbera of the rebels with their bowsand 
arrows and swords Tho Snitda with those brave warriors stood 
In the Shfih Burj of the fortress^ which was surrounded by count 
loss infantry and cavalry Of the ten men who fought so valiantly 
In the service of the SalUn, five were killed The Saltan calling 
for bow and arrows himself engaged in battle, and killed many 
of the rebels He sammoned Hftsan Khwiijah Jabnn with all tho 
^arns'mla and ordered them to guard the tower and walls They 
Went to the palace, but aa the evil-doing rebels had barncadoddhe 
foi tress from inside, they scaled the tower and walls of the fortress 
by means of ladders and dispersed the rebels hrom round tho Shah 
Burj When tbo active Turks and foreigners in ftttendance on 
the Sultan were assembled m tho Shah Burj in numbers beyond 
compstatioa, the Saltilu ordered them to extend themselves round 
tire towers aod walls of tho fortms, and fire on the enemy, and 
this they did ‘Alt Turk Jahangir KMn with a nambor of tbo 
brave foreigners occapied the streets and cut off the retreat of tho 
rebels, while Hasan ^wajah Jah&n with a few of his men hastened 
to the gatci and killed nurabers of the enemy. When the day 
dawned tho Salt m ordered his troops to mount and prepare for 
battle He himself, folly armed, was mounted on a swift horse 
Then bcingjomed by Hvsao Khwojah Jahin with tho Turk! and 
Kh urls mf troops, all well armed, they attacked their opponents 
Since the Sultan in person took part in the Gght, by his good 
fortune and tho valour of his troops, the enemy were routed and 
put to flight When the sun rose, the rebels from fear of the Royal 
troops hid themselves. Many of (hem, in fear of their lives, threw 
tlicmsclvcs from tho towers and batllemeats, and by the same road 
went to the dwelling of perdition. A few who were Unldonin nooks 
and comets, the royal troops sought out , and dragging them oat 
from tli^ir hiding places, put them to death 
After this defeat of lus CDCnues the Sultan indolged m pleasure 
and amusement. 

, In the midst of these affairs the SaUta ordered his architects to 
build a lofty and buiutifal palace inside the fortress, near the Shah 
Bur] The skilfal builders, acooiduig tooidei'S, laid the fonnda 
16 
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tions, and the Saltan InmsoU for a long time used to watch 
attentiTcly the progress of the work. 

After the completion of the palace, Iho Suit in used to spend most 
of hi3 time in it in a continual loond of voloptnoas nmnsements 
In the midst of these events the Sallio received intelligence that 
Eftaim Turk — who had received the title of Eiawft^s Eb&u, 
and afterwards that of Barld.ul-Mftmftlik,** and had been given 
the town of Eai>dh£lr and ila depcodoncics on feudal tenure — 
•\\aa in a state of rebellion. It was nccesBary to endeavour to pnt 
ont^ho firo of this robellion us quickly ns possible, in order that the 
injury caused by the sedition might not spread through the whole 
counlij, and render the remedying of it not easily practicable 
Coasequontly the Sult&a being firmly resolved to suppress it, 
appointed Sil&war Eb&n Habsht (who, owing to the abundance 
of bis followers, tho muUitndo of bis army, bis wealth and mag 
nificence, had been selected for tho command of tho army) to put 
down tbo rebeUion of Eftaim Turk DilAwar Khin. according 
to orders, with his warriors and well trained cavnlryoiovcd towards 
Eaodh&r When Kusim Turk became aware of his approach, ho 
prepared for battle and engaged Dil&war Ehau 

• ••••• 

As K'lSim Turk had not sufficient strength to oppose the army 
of Diliwar Khan, he thought tho best thing he could do was to 
retreat, so be ceased fighting, and fakiog to flight set out from 
Kandhar towards B<ilkonda Dilawar Eh Ip pursued tho enemy 
and wished to separate them and slaughter them But suddenly 
a VICIOUS elephant from the army of Dilawar KLin getting beyond 
tho control of his driver ran into the midst of the army, and 
overthrowing tho horse of Dil twar Khan, trampled him to death 
K isim Barld on hearing of this waa much rejoiced, and taming 
round hurried towards Dilawar Khan’s camp, and without tho 
trouble of fighting obtained possession of all Dil iwar* Khan a

At that time moat of the amtrs and tcatfrs of tho different 
provinces of the domuuons having withdrawn their nocks from 
the collar of obedience and sabjection, bad hoisted the standard 
ofrebelbon in their own distncts , consequently the Saltan was 
quite incapable of subduing ibe rebellion of Kasim Barld The 
only remedy ho could see waa to enter with him through the door 
of reconciliation and forgiveness by promising him a share in tho 
government and making a treaty with bun to that effect, render 
him seenre On this acconnb tho Snltan Bent Kftsun Barld a 
■wntton treaty ; and tho latter having hopes of realizing his 
ambition of obtaining the government of the kingdom of the 
Saklian and the rank of Mlr-i Jnmlab, proceeded (o the royal court , 
and taking m his own hands the reins of government, be assumed 
sovereign authority , so that, except la name, no power remained 
to the SoUdn And not contenteven with this, bo quarrelled with 
the amirt and watirs, his object being to make them all subject 
to him But the amiU would not sobmit to the government of 
Kasim. Bartd They opened the door of opposition and strife, and 
joining together in opposing Kasim Bartd, entered into an offensive 
and defensive alliance From all quarters of the dominions armies 
being assembled marched towards the capital, Bldar 'When this 
distressing news reached Kasim Farid m the city of Bldac he told 
the Sultan to issue an order for the mobdization of the royal 
army , and an immense army being assembled, the Sultan marched 
with it to meet the rebels 

In tho midst of these affairs the prmre, Soltftn Ahmad Bahri 
^iz&m«nl>l£nlk, coming from Mannar, joined the royal camp, and 
after kissing tho Saltan's hand made ready for tho nndertakmg and 
waa treated withkmglyconrteqr After that, the SoUan inarched 
toiyards ITdglr, and at the town of I>evati** the opposing forces 
met one another AUhougb tho hoatile nmir« entered into &

amtTs attacked the army of the SalCto, both sides fought so 
furiously that they made the dost of the battle field like a tulip 
garden, and the dead were thrown in heaps on the surface of the 
ground Kasim Barld seeing the bravery of the ontfr# knew tbero 
was no use m coiitinnirig the battle, so he took to flight In the 
midst of this the Saltan, from the charging of the warriors of the 
army, and the horses and elephants daahing against one another, 
fell oS his hoi-se, and his delicate body became acquainted with 
the dust of the battle field When the amira saw their king fallen, 
they were excessively afflicted and ashamed They dismounted 
/rom their horses aud kissed tbo graaod before thoSalt^o, aod 
mounting him on a swift horse, sent him on to tbo capital Laeh 
of the amirt then turned towards his own roontry. Sultan Ahmad 
Bahr! Nuam nl Mulk also, taking his leave of the Snltfiu, iurnod 
towards the distnctof Junnar After the amira had dispersed and 
gone to their own districts, JCSsioi Bartd again went (o court and 
assumed supreme power. In several histones it is stated that this 
event occuned in tho l&ttor days of the reign of the Sult'in, and 
that be died one year after that as will hereafter, please God ' be 
related 

In the midst of these events there came to the ears of the 
SuItUn a memonal to the following effect from Malik Tusuf 
Turk, who had obtained tho title of Majlis*! Bofl* ‘Adil Ehftn, 
and was at that period in possession of B&yaobUr, Solg&op, 
Targal [ITaregal ?] and other towns®** — 

“Malik Dlnftr Dasthr-i MamUik, an Abyssinian eunuch, 
having placed his foot ontsido the {n,t1i of obedience and Eabjectian, 
has become a traveller on the paths of robolliOn and resistance

When the Sultan beard of the assembly of the army he mounted 
his horso and hoisted the royal standard K&sim Barld i hlanialik 
~ who was the [real] ruler of the kingdom of the Dakhan — with 
other omiri and nobles set out with the Sultan 

When Majlis i Rafl^ *Adil Kb&o and Masnad i 'Alt Fal^r nl 
Mnlk obtained mformatioo of the approach of the Salt&u, they 
habteued to join the royal camp and make their obeisance 

The Sultan then paying aitentioo to the arrangement o! hi8 
Btiay, gave the command of the right wing to Majlis \ Rail ‘Adil 
Khiln and Masnad i 'Alt Malik Fat^r-ubMulk , and that of the 
left wing to Malik Kasim Barid i Mamohk and Kadam Khan and 
Jahangir Kh an, while the SaltAn himself with the armed Turks 
and Afglians and the warriors of Hind and Khurisan, with all the 
flower of the army, hoisted his standard m tho centre The proud 
.rebels too bnsied themselves in preparing to encounter the royal 
array They disposed their forces in perfect readiness, and hoisted 
the standard of bravery and bcldncss After that, the wamors of 
each of the two forces, like fno mountains of iron and steel, 
getting into motion, rushed on one another, and drawing the sword 
of laired from the scabbard of vcngeanco, separated the heads of 
WiO leaders from Vbcir bodies nni Vbrew ttiem on tbo dost ot 
destruction, Iilaltk I aVhr-nl Molk charging from the right wing, 
overthrew many of the cavalry of his opponents Malik Kasim 
llarid i Matoilik also fought bravely with, tho left wmg and killed 
numliers of tho enemy , and Iho wamors and active Kh urasanls 
who ntro postctl lu tlio centre, foogbt with much valour and killed 
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■many of Uie enemy. Sultftn Kull Kbawass Kban Hamadanl 
(who afterwards became entitled Kntb-ul»Mulk, and ascended to 
the higheat of the steps of dignity and greatness), with Hasan 
Turk SnltAnl, showed sneh valonr in that battle that he ont-did 
Rnstam and Isfandyfir. Malik Dinar Da»tflr-i MamSlik, who was 
the leader of the opposing forces, was taken prisoner by IfajUs-i 
Raft* ‘Adil KhAn ; and thereat of the wretched and contemptible 
rabble, withdrawing from the field, took to flight ; and half of 
them managed with mnch diffienlty to escape. 

After this defeat of his enemies, the Sultan dismounted and gave 
thanks to God ; and the amin and k^a$ making their obeisance, 
congratulated the Sultan on his vietory. Majlis-i BaffAdil Khan 
in the assembly of maUfu, lcMnt,amirt and nobles, placing his head 
on the ground of submission, entreated the SuUAu to pardon Malik 
DiuAr. The Snltan leading a favourable ear to the request of 
*A.dil ElhAn. pardoned hla enemy, and ordered that all his property 
in money and goods, whatever the troops had carried off, should ho 
zestored to him. 

After that, the SnlUu, with his victorious army, marched towards 
Knlburg& and Sugar, and, chastising his adversaries there with 
the sword, freed the subjects and inhabitants of that part of the 
coaattj from the evils of sedition and injustice. His troops laid 
siege to the fort of Sagar and took it by force. > Prom that place 
the SultAn moved towards bis capital, Bldar ; and, on his arrival 
there, the theJeht, 'ularid and learned men hurried forth to meet him; 
and ba'ving mado their obeisance, each of them, according to his 
rank, was distinguished by royal favours. > ' 

When the Sultan had taken up his abode in the capital, ho 
turned the light of his justico, kindness, benevolence and favour — 
like the sun at mid-day — on his subjects and all the inhabitants 
of tbe country ; and tyranny, oppression, rnin and desolation he 
changed into justice, equity, prosperity and cultivation. ,

Dakhan, and bad collected a large army. Several eliips frciglitcd 
with valnable property and Arab horses, belonging to Sultan 
Jlahmud GnjarStl and his merchanta, had come into ports which 
-n ere in his possession, and, having tyrannically seized them, ho 
looted the whole of the cargoes of the ships, Soltiin Mahtnud 
Gupr&tt sent a /arman about this to Bahadur Gtlvtil, demanding 
the restitniion of the ships and their cargoes. In reply to this 
Balindtir GHanl used intemperate lanpfnagc, and sent hack nothing. 
Having no other resonrcc, Snlt&a Mabmhd Qnjar&tl sent an 
ambassador with many presents to the conrt of SnltSn Ifahmud 
Hahmanl, and senthy his hands aletter concerning the high-handcd 
conduct of Bahadnr Gttanl, to the following c^ect

Tbe late minuter, SlabmCd Gtwfn EhwSjali JabAo. was a natire of QIIAn a 
ptOTineeot Tetsia {vlils p 1631— andeeemstobave sarTOanSed himself by bis 
own connirymen. BabUur GQtnl was doubtless one of these coantrymen This 
Kishwar Khlia is not caentionad elsawhert. bnt one can see fiooi hie same that 
he was a Prolf^d of the late KhwAiob JahAn’e. He seems to hare been ROvernor 
of the Konkan and that part of the klncdom formerly ^rerned by KbaU Hasan 
hlalik tit-Tnj)tr, end was encceeded lo that ^emmeot by Bshfiilnr QUAnl Tho

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After tliat tlie Sultm raoonted his horse -vnd inarched with liis 
army towards Mangolberah [Mangalvedha] In due time the 
Sultan nruved at Jlangalvedba — ft fort, the towers and walls of 
which Bahidur Gilm! had, with mneh trouble and tyranny, 
constructed of hard stone, and had committed the defence of the 
fortress to a numerous foiTe of cavalry and infantry. Notwith 
standing the strength of the ftairesa, immediately upon the arrival 
of the royal army, the defenders weie ovei powered with terror. 
Abandoning the fort they took to flight , and the royal troops 
without tronble or difBenUy took that fort which in Btrength vias 
like the azure vault The Sultan assigned tlio fort on feudal 
tenure to Masuad i ‘Alt Fakhr-nl-Mnlk , and from there he marched 
towards the fort of Jamkbandl Bahadur GiLmi at this time was

Abr Khsn. sou in law of Ulugh lOiin Jun Begi. making himself 
commander of the right wing took the title of Haidar Kh m, and 
had tho town of I'utriand the NSnder direction, hesidts other phtts, 
conferred on him on feudal tennre And having given tho title of 
Abi Khim to il&hk. 'Muhammad, son of Dlugh KliUn. the SnlUn 
marched towards Miibirakabul Miraj At that time the kuU of 
that place was an infidel nomed BOnali,®® who had about 1,00,000 
infantry and 2,000 caialry In attcndanco on tho royal stirrup,

The royal army surroanded tho fort of Mlraj, and engagements 
used to tako place daily, till tho son of BTinali Nu.tk, the governor 
of Mimj, a as killed, BbnahK.'i,lkaiidhifr followers then, becoming 
ternfiod at tho assanlts of the royal army, tried for quarter , and 
their agreeing to give a reasonable nraoniiti of money, Anib horses 
and elephants was made the condition on w Inch (heir freedom was 
granted and their lives spared Bh&ah and. Ins followors went 
forth from the fortress, and had tho hononr of kissing the ground 
boforo the fSultaii, and were tnndo content with kingly favours and 
courtesies; and through tho laBnito kindiic&s of (he Sultan nil tho 
people of Mira] obtained sccority for their lives and the lives of 
theip families The frnnps of nalndur GlUn! nho nere m that 
fork were given the option of acocpting pay anil service undci Ibo 
Salt m's government or going to join tho misguided Bahihlur. Of 
that band, each one who accepted semco under tho Slato wna 
distinguished by rewards and kingly courtesic-s, and all who 
elected lo jom Bahadur were given pcrmissiQU to depart with their 
horses and arms. In tiatli never have any of tfao kings of tho 
world show n such mercy and. kindness as he who after defeating 
his enemies gave pecmission to dcit.irt,and sent on to his opponents 
2,000 cavalry ol the enemy wttli their horses and arms. 

The tyrant Bahadur after hearing this nows was much confound- 
ed, and coming forth fioui Dabhol, hid himself lo tho uncultivated 
cohiitry and jungle He then sent to the royal court Kbwijah 
Ni‘mat-Dllah Yazdi (who was Iilalik ut Tujjar of that province) to 
make terms with the SnltTiii Khwijah Ni'mat-UUah taking with 
« him a written agreement from Bahadur, in which the latter 
promised to abstain from opposition and rebellion, hastened to tho 
royal presence, where he had the honour of kissing the ground, and

Tlip barV of Hali'utnr* Ufo fill into the whirlj'ool of ilostrnrlion 
and (ttnth, nn<l nil Itis Mitonr avnilcd not to pn vent iL In ttip 
inulul of the Iwttio lio VTAs en,ritfol in anvlo romtnt with Iliian 
Vh^in, oho was the Unstam of UiPti^o, nml tiny slnincsl the ihi“t.

fiirtntK. nnltn;; him, Ilatnn Khui ovorcamo fna antn^niht, nnd vrjlli 
Im iiivar he t!rvg|.^al liiliivlnr ftom hi» smhllo nml llm vs him to ihi 
^monil, no tliAl lie rcsi^ntit lite soul to tU Creator. Itatan Klittl 
then cut oiT tho robot's boad and threw his hixly on tlic^roumt;

When lUlan T^in cut off tho rtl*;Vu head fiTid sent it to them^al 
conrt, tljo Snliifi csliihiteil much re/rct , for iHihadiir (ill ml m 
inanhnpss and Imvvfcry was ntintalhsl. In lh« presenen of the 
court assemb!} tho Sulliln Aaid ‘'Wnnld to heaven he had heeti 
caiij'litahtx ' that I might liarc pardoiicil hia crimrsand given him 
h-u-L lii« govcroincnt itisapitj that ko I rav c a man should 1« 
killed." After that, iii accordance with ordem. tho hcail of that 
tyrant was sent to tho capital. Iddar, and dvsp itches unnounciiig 
the vielorj were sent In nil ilirvctions Ilua cvmt ]ii{)|>cncil on 
llic/ilh Safar, A. 11. 900 (Mh Xorimlx.r, A I^. 1494}. 

After the miml of the Snluin was frreil from anritt} nganling 
Bah wlur, ho man hed with h»s army lowanls the fort of Pivnhlla, 
which is Bitnafo on flio snmmit of a hill In loftiness ils tnwi rn 
mailed the heavens, and thclnttlrments of its jxirtieoiised tobovst 
of Hupenoutj to the aeventU heavctt. • 
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Nofwitli'jKndmg ita elevalion, the fort had a very esferKire, 
hcautifulind plea'^ant open space inside the fortress \MtbaJb®i)clance 
of good >vttU!r, trees and fraits tnnameiable and moch csliJiTation 
• ••••• 

When the victorious standards of the Sultln appeared roTjnd that 
fort, the garrison, being unable to resist the attack of the royal 
army, asked for quarter and a written treaty of favourable terms. 
The Suit in gave them hopes of their obtaining favourable terms, 
and the mutadJaKt of the fortress delivered the keys to tb&serrants 
of the court The Sultan, for the purpose of viewing the fort, 
ascended the hill and gave thanks to God that sneb a fevtress bad 
been taken without troubte The SalUu with tnneb booty and 
countless treasure then descended from the fortress to the foot of 
the bill, and ordered Uis army to proceed to Bijipnr, wliil«t ho 
lumself with, some of his favonnle aimr< and intimato companions 
went to Bce the Port of Mustaf4-&bad Dabhol. 

When lie arrived there he conferred many favours and kindnesses 
on his subjects and the people of that place , and hfivang speoti 
several days m the happiness of viewing tbo sea-coest and the 
gardens of that country ho bestowed several of Bahiidor QJl iuPs 
districts on SultAn Ahmad Bahrf Ntsam ul Malic, someon Makhdum 
Khwajah Jahin , and the remamder be gave on fendal ienura to 
Mahk IlyAs Turk, and it was arranged that he slionhl ■«md to the 
public ticasury each year tbusnm of ten Tals of tanko/i, and.livuig 
in a manner tho reverse of BahAdnr Gil ml, should not becomv a 
traveller on the p>atlis of sedition 

After that, the Sultan proceeded towards his capital, and, stop- 
ping in the town of lliraj, divided among his troops the booty wlireh 
ho had colfected m that country and in that war. He then return 
cd with his army to the capital , and those amirs who had accom- 
pained him on that occasion, sneboa Darya Khtn, son of Malik?btli 
Clldli 'ImAd nl Mulk, and Diliwar Kh an Habshl and Zarif-nl-Mnlk 
Afghan— ‘ono of the amirs of Snlttn Ahmad Bahri Niz*in>-nl 
JihViU — ^*5wmdBiwiwrii^arin*iWmi^ saJ rtrcit>raaa? 
digmties , after which he dismissed them to their own districts. 

In tho beginning of tbeyear903«i(A D 1497) from tbo abutxTancc 
of royal favours conferred on him, tho power of Sult&n KuU Eutb- 
uI'Mulk Hamadttnl being mneb augmented, and ho becoming

of the assembly vras mast nearly related to the royal f iraily) bct“imo 
a conkdant of thura m this altiir Bat before their seditions ideas 
coaW he earned into action the Torkt am(rt obhiiunt information 
of the conspiracy , and aoconling to the anyiog that "A misfortnni. 
shoald be remedied before its occorrence, ® they took, the iiiitiatiro 
by going in a body to tlio roj a) couii , and tho foolish Tneh rnsh 
Kh.iii witli tho whole of the other conspirators, who were off their 
guard in their own houses were summoned to tho conrt aud put to 
death. Mlral Shams-nd'Din IiVmat*UlHlit was also pot to death 
08 an aecomphee of those misgoiiUd people. As much distnrbanco 
arose in tho city and fortress the SuMn went np into tho Shiih l>nrj, 
and shat tho doors of entrance and exit The Tarklumf '‘4 scut sumo 
one to summon Sh^h Mnhabb Ullali They bronglit him into the 
court of the Suit m, and in his prescocc the^ emphatically ritoiv, 
saying ‘Tliesi slaves, with regard to tin, SiiUin, except 
•devotion and obcdiemc, have no thougUi in their hcarU , nnd havo 
no idea whatever of rebellion against tho Sultlii Kot like Unit 
clique of intrigUcrs who had thoughts of rcbollion m tlitir licaits, 
and who allowed thoughts of deception to enter their minds , on 
■which accaont wo brought them to punishment Wo are the same 
servants of the court of the king as we have always been ’ 

Shah Muliabb-UlliU then waited on tho Sultm, and repeated 
their speech to lain verlatim, and the Sultm extinguished tho Uro 
of t^at sedition and diaturbanco, bnt his kingly untliority both in 
the distant and near parts of tho dominions died out 1 aeh of tho 
awir# in his own district proclaimed Uw itidepcnclciuc, and shat uv

provinces of Eijnpur and Mangalvedh i and their dependencies from 
the possession of JIal k Khnd id id ^wjjah Jah m and consigned 
them to Uajha 1 Rafi M*hk Yusnf lark ‘Add l^in Tlic /nr 
({an lit of Ana i and Kandh ir, as in former times, was hold in jtijir 
by Masnad 1 Ah Malik Kisim Barid-n MaraiUk, and there ms 
much quarrelling and op|K>3ition between him and tho other m nr» 
of tho districts, and now, when Band i Maniahk was in the fort 
of Ausei, the «mi« thinking it a good opportnmt), represented U» 
the Saltan that be was cootmually m opposition to this dynnst} and 
that it would bo advisable to crush liim before ho could i use ui 
iD'Hnrrcction Although this was contrary to the good pleasnro of 
the Salt in, yet on accoant of his affection for the liirki avtirn 
he Loalil not act npon that advice , for at this time the Soil in had 
uot much power in tho affaus of the kingdom 

Of necessity, m tho latter partof Zt ol Ili/jih A II 005 (Juno, 
A D 1500), the Sultan, with the icazirtoi the capital and his I»n\o 
tl oops, moved from the capital and laid siege to tho fort of Ausl 
homo of thenm n who outwardly wcrcou tho side of tho Salt iit but 
•wliowcrcsecretlyin alliance with Band lAIamahk hastened toraakc 
thtir obeisance to the Saltan After the expiration of the month of 
Mnharram, tho SultUn, with the dissemhhng oiiiir* as well aa those 
who were really on his side, raonoted with tlic intention of laltlo 
and suiTonnded the fortressof Ausa , but in the midst of thoh^lt 
iiigthcdisserabhng amirxIcfttheSuItiuand joined Baud i Mam ilik 
Consequently the greatest slackness found its way into the nytd 
arm) , and then ranks wen. broken Malik Silt in Knli Kuth-nl 
Alulk took the road of Tclmgmi, and ‘Add Kh m ‘I**” liwui 1 
low ards hts own province WIilu Malik KaBim Barld*i Mamabk 
obtained information of the dispersal of the Salt in's army, thinking 
it a favourable opportunity, hell islcntd todo homage to the ''iill i« 
aud with lira proceeded towanls Bidat By order of the Suit lu 
he then again assumed the gOTornmont of tho capital Bidar 
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Atter tliQ lapse of one y«i, tlio am%r» a^ain liccoinii j,' <lis 
Witb the government of Barid i Mamnlik, 03 on tho formci occa 
Bion, the idea of hia extormiu&tion became fixed in tbeir miuda so 
they umted together, and, after making great preparations turned 
towards the capital, Bldar Amoug tho greatest of the aniirs who 
at that time went to the capital were Masnad i ‘All *Adil Ktitn 
Slahk Kntb-ul-Mnlk and Dastur-i Maniiilik and others besides 
When the Saltan heard of the approach of tho o»nir# bent upon 
eradicating Barid i Uamliltk, he sent to them Mnjlj« i Mnkram 
Khan KhA n i Jahan, hlalik nl ‘Ulama Sftdr-i Jah m, Saiyid Khatlh 
and all the learned men in order that after ascei taming tho ennso 
of their coming and the motive of their leaguing together, the nlTaii 
might bo settled amicably When the above mentioned compativ. 
nccordiDg to the Salt in’s orders arrived in the assembly of the nmtr« 
and delivered tiioir message, tho amirs heard their words .aodafter 
some controveray it was resolved that each of the omi« and mnW ? 
slioald hasten to hia own district, and that Carid*i llatnalik also 
sUonId go to Ansi and Sandbar, which was hie district , and that 
once in each year the whole of the amW and ica'irs should come to 
tho royal coart and jom lo ayt^ud against tho idolaters of VijayS- 
sagar, and, hoisting the standards of Islam, sbonld use their almost 
endeavoan to eradicate the infidels and tyrsnU A treaty con 
taming many terms to thia effect ivns theo drawn np, and at tho 
request of Masnad i ‘All *Adil ^tn 20,000 horses of the countiy 
were added lo the jdgir of Malik Katb-ol-Mnlk. iVfler tint, tho 
omirs, having kissed tho SnUan’s (cot and been presented with robes 
of honour and other distinctions, obtained permission to dcpait 
l^asoad i 'All ‘Adil KbSti bastonod to Bijupur Ednara and 
made it bia capital; wbilo Malik Kutb^ul-Mulk Hamadani 
took up bis abode in the town of GolkondtU 
In the middle of the year 008 (A D. 1502) the Sultan, m 
accordance with the agreement, being resolved on wagmg ajikitl 
against the infidels, marched ont of tho capital, Bidar, with the 
«ni»r» and his victorious army He had then with Inm, of Turks, 
foreigners and Dakhama not more than 5,000 horse and 30,000 
veteran infantry, but when he pitched his camp at Arkl,®* Mahk 
Kutl>-nl Mulk joined him with 500 Arab cavalry, thirty elephants 
and 5,000 foot The Sultan received him with kingly com tc’iy.

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nnd added that town to all liw other fcodnl landa Wlicn the roj al 
army marched from there and encftinped at Anhur,*® Jlajlia i Rafi* 
‘Adil Oan joined the royal camp with 5,000 Tnrkt, Khotasanf 
and Dahhant borfe, 6,000 infantry armed with spears, nnd fifteen 
elephants Dastflr-i Mamalik also joined with 3,000 horse, 3,000 
foot, and forty elephants. 

When the army marched from that place a royal order was 
issned that Masnad i ‘AH *Ain ul Mnlk with his force should 
go on m adrance into the Vfjey&aegar territory by "Way of 
Kalhar®* and E6Ihapur, and ovet-ninning the territory of the 
infidels strike terror into their hearts ‘Am nl-Mnlk, according to 
the orders, proceeded with SOOO horse, 50 000 foot and eighty 
elephants The Snltao sabscqoently marched from that place 
and encamped within eight of the fortress of B&yachtir The gar 
nson being terrified at the assanlts of the royal army tendered their 
submission and agreed to pay tnbnte in order to get immunity from 
plunder They also agreed to snrrender to the serrants of the court 
the revenue of the fort of Modgal which in former times they had 
farmed fiom the agents of the Suit in, but sihich hitherto they had 
failed to pay into the public treasury , also some parpanahs of 
Riyaohllr which they had forcibly taken from the royal troops. 
The SuUtla bestowed these paryanaAs on hlajlis i Rall‘ 'Adil KbSln, 
and on ‘Am ul Hulk and the other amirs and generals he bestowed 
robes of honour, nod gave them leave to depart The Sultan then 
returned to the capital 

Wlien the amirs and maliis, according to the Saltan’s orders, 
tnmed towards their own distnets, nnd the Sultan with his troops 
and some of the amirs of the foot of the throne returned to the capi- 
tal, Malik Barld 1 Mamalik, thinking it a good opportunity, with 
the amtr^ already in alliance with him had dispersed and routed a 
body of the royal troops , and then turning towards the capital, 
entered the city on the 9th of Zi nl Ilijjah*® and laid siege to the 
fortress After some days the people of the fortress, siding with

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BarW t Itamllik, opened the gates, and Band i ilamalik then en* 
tered the fort and pnt to death KhSn i Jahan ^rho at that time had 
snperseded him in the goTerninent Ho then once more withont 
opposition became firmly seated on the throne of government of the 
capital of the Daliian 

When the news of Bartd i Mamalik’s nsnrpation of absolnte 
anthonty reached the amirs and maltLs of the different parts of the 
dommioQs, they did not assent to this, and tooV connsel together m 
order to overthrow the fonndalions of his sovereignty and eradicate 
the yonng plant of his power In the beginning of the year S09 
(A D 1503) Majlis-i Bafl* 'Add IHia n. Masaad i*A1! hlaldcKntb- 
nl Unit, Masnad i 'All Dast0r~i Mamnlik and others beside them 
formed an alUanco with one another end marched towards the 
capital. When they arrived nearthe capital the Snltan nolens volens 
resolved upon war with them, and hoisting his standard endear 
oared to repel the hostile amtr; When tbo two forces met a great 
battle took place Finally tbo hostile army prevailed over that of 
the hmg, and Haidar Shin the commander was killed in the action 
When Bartd i MatattliL saw the state of affairs ho took to flight and 
went to his own districts. WbenMsnis«i Ra{i‘*Adil Hban. Masnad t 
'All Malik Katb*al Moik and all the other amirs heard of the flight 
of Malik Barld, which was their chief object in this war with him, 
they hastened to wait on the SnUilnaod were presented with special 
robes of bononr, then taking their leave, each of them after 
obtaining the completion of his wishes, retnrned to his own district 

In the middle of this year (909) it ocenrred to the mind of 
MojUs 1 Ban* ‘Adil Kb&n to arrange a mnmage between one of 
hia daughters and one of the royal princes, so as to strengthen 
Ins position by the bonds of relationship Accordingly he rolled 
np the secret of his mind is a letter which ho sent to the Snltnn 
The latter lent a favonrahle ear to the reqoest ot*Adil TOian. andin 
order to make arrangements for the nuptial entertainment marched 
towards Ahsanabsd Kalbnrga with the principal amtrs and his troops 
Wh^nhe arrived at this celebrated place Malik Kntb-ul Itnlk has- 
tened to the royal presence On the third day Majbs i Rafi' ‘Adil 
KMa and Mahk *Ain nl Mnlk paidtheirrespect3totheStiltan,an(l 
tbo latter hoisting his standard made preparations for the naptial 
entertainment 
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Iq t!io nncUt of lUc rojal hospitality and Lntcrliinmcnt Malit 
Uaricl 1 Mamahk and Mahk Khadadad Kh wViah Jahan obtained 
the hapjimesis of kisaiDjj tho ground before tlio Snltan m Kalburga 
As a cordial hatred existed between MajUs i Rafi* ‘Adil Kb^n and 
Barjd i Mamalil , Dastur-i Mamalik, on account of a grudge which 
ho had against Majlis i Rafl*. allied Limsctf with Barid i Mamahk, 
and with his army joined tho camp of the latter and Kh wajali 
Jahaii Mnjlis i llafi Adil Khan and JIasnad i ‘AIJ Malik *Ain- 
nl Malk then joined together against Mahk Barid i Mamfilik and 
his adlicrcnte Again tho doors of contention among the am%rs 
wt,rc opened afresii, and the young plant of enmity sprouted up m 
tho climate of hypocrisy The Sultan at this time, on ncconnt of 
the relationship by marnago with llajlis i RaH* ‘Add Khan, took 
the part of the lattci and ticatcd him with favour. 

War broke out between the two forces, and tho tabic-cloth of 
entertainment and hospitality was folded up For about two or 
three months tho fires of staagbter blazed op between the two 
armioa At last Malik Ilyas ‘Am nl Mulk was killed by one of 
tho soldiers of Mahk Barid, and after that the firo of contention 
and war became extinguished 

After the death of Am nl Malk, the Snltan, in order to scenre 
possession of his district, proceeded to Miraj and ranh&l& MaUk 
Barid with his cl Jest son, Jahangir Khan, and Khwnjah JahTin with 
hi8 eldest son, Malik ut TnjjSr (who before that was known as 
Raton I^an) and Dastilr-i Mamllik 21alik Dinar marched to 
Bldar and laid siego to that fortress When the Sultan after 
taking possession of the district of ‘Ain nl Mulk, returned to tho 
capital, Barid i MamiihL and his wants obtained information of bis 
approach and hastened ont to meet him Masnad i 'Ah Barid i 
SlamMik and the remaining am rs mido their obeisance and were 
received with royal favour, and attended the Sultan to the capital 
The Sultan conferred ou Malik Barid i Momalik the title of Majlis-i 
Mnkarram Hum ijun Na lb i Bank, and increased his rank beyond 
that of Majlis i Karim KhwSjah Jahun, and again consigned to 
him the government of the capital 

In the year 9I6 (A^ D 1510) discord and contention arose 
between Majhs i Rafi' ‘Add Kha n and Dastfir-i Mamahk on account 
of an old qnarrel , and as Dastuivt Mamahk was not strong enongh 
to ojiioso Majtis I Rafi, he put lus trust in the protection and

favoTir of 8olt*m AhroMl BaliTj Nizam nl Hulk nofl took rofn^c at 
bis court Tbis celebrited prince, thmkiQg it incumbent on lum 
to assist that unfortunate one, took up arms in bis cause and 
marched with his army towards the province of Majhs i Rafi 
When the latter heard of the moTement of this army, feeling him 
celf unable to oppose them he took refnge at the court of tho 
Salt in He entirely forbade Majlis i Rafi Adil Kbin to quarrel 
with Dastur-i Maraahk Majhs i Rafl*, according to orders made 
a compact that in future he would become a traveller on the road of 
fncndship and unity with Dastur*i Mamalik, and not traverse tho 
valley of perverseness and sedition After that, tho Sultan sent 
to that prince of men [Sultfin Ahmad Bahri] a farmun full of 
affection and kindness, together with numerous presents , and 
told him how he had prohibited Majhs i Rafi* from quarrelling 
with Daatur i Mamalik, and related to him circumstantially tbo 
agreement made by Majlis i Rafi The prince conformably with 
hts desire retarned to tbo seat of govemmest 

In tbo end of tbe year 912 (A I> 1506) on account of Majlis t 
Hafi* 'Add Khan the dust of vexation settled on the mirror of tbe 
mind of tbe Sultan for ibie reason be gave orders forsummoning 
Melik Sultan Kali Kntb-ul Mulk When tbe latter beard tbe 
contcots of the /bn tan, be hastened to tbe court aud made h» 
obeisance By tbe Suit in s orders another farmin to the follow- 
ing effect, was sent to sammon Masnad i ‘All Malik ‘Imad ul 
hlulk — “In these days tbe demon of sedition and TDbcllion has 
canacd 'Add ^an off tbo straight road of obedience and submission 
to this conrt, and has placed his foot in the desert of ingratitude 
It IS necessary that immediately upon receipt of this Jarmtin you 
shall come with all speed, and arrange the affairs of tho govern 
ment and the army and the subjects in accordance with the wishes 
of tbo Bnltan ” 

As l^Iallk ‘Imad ul Mulk on tho whole sbowod negligence and 
WT-ut of basto in attending at the royal court, Iiaving no other 
resource tho Sultau with Malik Kutb-ul Mulk and all the celebrated 
owirs, hoisted hts standard When the Sultan arrived within sight 
of Kalam, Malik ‘Imad ul Mulk made hw obeisance to him tbeio 
^fabk ‘Imad ul Mulk and all the omira becoming the advocates of 
2Hjhs 1 Rafi on his behalf made smooth the pioliminaries of obe- 
dience and aubmission , thentiic dust of vexation which bal settled 
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on the Snlt'm s heart was obliterated by the polisher of mterces 
Sion The Suit ID pardoned the offences of Majhs i Rafi‘, and rolled 
up the carpet of war and contention The am%T» and generals in 
attendance on the Sultm returned with him to the capital and on 
arrival there he tamed hia attenbon to the affairs of Malik Kntb- 
nl-Mnlk, M al’l' ‘Imad ul Mnlk and all the other anms undmalils , 
lie bestowed on them valuable robes of honour and other presents, 
and gave them permission to depart to their respective districts 

After that, Malik Fath Ullih *Imad nl Mnlk died in Slichpur, 
andMajUa iEafl“ AdilKban died within sightofKovalakoodil®* 
Ihe Sultm conferred the title of ‘Adil Khin and the province 
belonging to Majlis i Baft Mabk Tnsuf on Isma'll, the eldest eon 
of the latter , and also settled on bun a quarter of the kingdom of 
the Dakhan, which had been entmsted to Malik Tnsuf. The 
affairs of the province of MahkFath Ullah ‘Imad nl Mulk remained 
for nearly a yeai in a state of confnsion, for bis eldest son, Malik 
*AU nd Din Darya ^an, was a pnsoner in the fort of Bftmglr , 
but in the year 90$ (A D 1500)"* by the assistance of the son of 
^adnwind KhILn. governor of M&hur, be escaped from the fort of 
Kamgtr and reached G&wllgadh, and in his fathers place took his 
seat on ihe throne of govemmont of most of ihe province of 
Varhfld (Bor&r). At the entreaty of lamu'II 'Adil ^on, the Salt in 
conferred on Malik ‘Ala ad Din the title of ‘Imadml Mnlk with the 
province which had belonged to Malik Fatli Ulldb *Inud nl Mulk 
In tho same year Malik Kbndud&d Khwaiah Jahun died in the town 
of Sandlapur [Shol ipnr?], which belonged to him. As his eldest 
son, Batan Khan had died before his father, tho Salttn conferred 
the title of Bhwsjah Jahan on the younger son,Niir Kh m, and 
added the town of Parenda with its dependencies to his other pos 
sessions Sandlapur [Sholipnr?] which previous to tint had 
belonged to Khwnjah Jahan he conferred on Bamal ^han, Isma }I 
‘Adil Khan s general

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In tlic ycir920 (A D l514)tho Snltin, by tliculviccof Jlajlis i 
liaft 'Adil Kb.tn marched towards Ahsan&b&d Salburg& and 
took the fortress of KaIbnrgA by force, and from the fire of mpino 
and plander of the eonqnering army it became like tho dust of tho 
road Prom this time in the conotij of tho Dakhan tho plunder 
and devastation of the tcmtoiy of Islam and tho UusalmaDs 
liecamo a regular custom 

Dastfir-i hlamahk, flying from those penis took refuge with 
Band i Jlamalik The latter met him with the greatest respect, 
gave him hopes of his assistance and sending a person to Malik 
Kntb-nl Mnlk, strengthened the bonds of friendship with him In 
the year 921 (A D 1515)^* Malik Bartd i Mamalik, Malik Kntb-nl 
Mulk and Malik Dastiir-i MamAlik hlalik Dinar went to the royal 
capital and laid siege to the fortress of Bidar However mnch 
the saiyidtt the\hs and learned men strove to arrango the matter 
peaceably it was of no avail, and Hamid ^Sn Hnbshl the reputed 
son of Dastur 1 Manuhk, who was insido the fortress, was killed in 
the fighting Atlast ‘Aramat ot Mnlk— who on behalf of Majlis i 
Ilaf^ 'Adil Kh&n nsed to be m attendance on the Snltan — came 
out and had an interview with Majlis i Mnkram Molik Barhl i 
Mamalik With the pure water of exhortations and advice lie 
extinguished the flres of killing and fighting in which they had 
been engaged, and acted as arbitrator of the supplications and 
claims of the amira 

In the month of JnmSdl I of the above-mentioned year (921) 
vexation showed lUelf between Dastur-i Mam lik and Majhs i 
Makram Malik Barid t Mamahk, and the latter m the excess of lits 
impetnosity and anger, marched from KBmt4nah^* and set out for 
his own province At this time the Sultan pardoned the offences 
of Dastur-i Mamslik and treated him with royal favours and sent 
to Majlis 1 *Adil a farman about pacifying Daslur i 

Mamahk^ He then dismissed the latter to his former jugn,

In the midst of these affaire an ambassador from Shah Isma'll 
Husainl Safawl — who had succeeded by inheritance as king o! 
the dominions of Khnrasap and ‘Irak and the whole country of 

Irm with many valnablo presents, jewels fit forkingsand fieet 

A.r^b horses arrived at the rojal court and had the happiness of 
kissing the royal vestibule But as the king and the army were 
at that time of the Sunni persnasion, and the religion of Sli^h 
Isma‘il was that of the Imam Ja far i S idik (on n bom be the bless 
mg of God, the Creator and the royal cronn [tu)\ which he hal 
sent was symbolical of the sect of the Twelve [Imuras], Snltm 
Mahmud paid no attention to that ambassador or hia presents, and 
qnickly gave him permission to depart 

After theso events it ocenrred to the mind of Azamat nl Mnlk, 
who as the deputy of Majlis i Raf!‘, was tho toatir of government, that 
ns MajUS'i'Shailf Bsehlr Ebud&wind Kh&n bad placed his foot 
ontside thecircle of obedience and need to traverse the valley of 
rebellion it was advisable to adopt measures to pot a stop to his 
ficdition He accordingly brought tho matter to the notice of tho 
Snltin, who summoned Majlis i Mnkram Malik Baiid i MamlliL in 
order to take counsel with him Majhs i Mnkram obeyed the 
order, and on making bis obeisance was distinguished by loyal 
favonis The Saltan asked bis advice and assistance in repelling 
llosbir l^odSwind Khan Majlis i Mukram conenmng with the 
annrs and great men as to the necessity for putting down the rebel, 
a royal order was issued for the assembly of the array When the 
army was assembled puisuaot to order, tho Salt.ui, in the mouth of 
Sha‘ban in the year 923 (Angust. A D 1517), marched with it to 
make war against Bashir Khadlwrad Kh in who i\ as tho feudatory

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Masnad i ‘All Imad ul MnWw, Dastur-i Mamahk and others besides 
of the aimTs&ad mahha, when they heard of the arrival of thcSulUii 
at the court, started foi the capital with an army in numbers beyond 
computation, and making their obeisance offered their services 
"When the Snltan fonnd such an army assembled beneath the 
shadow of hia standard, he was seired with the desire of ohtam 
mg the happiness of waging a jihdd against the worshippers of 
idols, so, for the pnrposo of overthrowing the idolaters and tyrants, 
he raised his standard and started from the capital When the 
Snltnn arrived at Dlwanl,'^ the enemy becoming aware of his 
approach, prepared for battle and hastened to engage the i oyal army 
A battle then ensned , hat anddcnly a fatal misfortune occurred to 
the royal army. Tho King of Jsl&m, from the centre of the array, 
which was his post, became separated from the rest , and owing to 
the till ongmg of the horses and tbemnmng too and fro of the troops 
fbll from his horse , and when the two armies closed they raised 
80 great a dust that friends and opponents were mingled togutber 
and could not be distinguished from ono another, so no one was aware 
of what had happened to the Solt in till the blessed bead of that 
loader with bis most pure body wros broken and woundedin several 
-places In the midst of this some of the attendants saw the king , 
and ammediately went to him and brooght him out from the 
midst of tho horses, and putting him in ayxtf/v, took him to the 
dwelling of Mtraa Lutf UUab, son of Sb ih ITuliabb-UlIdh. 

When the amin and grandees became aware of tho Sultan’s 
misif«tnne, they ceased fighting and repaired to Ins presence, and 
seeing the Sultdn lamenting and afflicted they shed fountains of 
blood like the Jaihun After that, folding up tho carpel of con 
tcntion and war, they turned towards the capital , and when they 
arrived in tho vicinity of Bidar each of the amirs and grantkri, 
according to custom, was distinguished by a special robe of honour, 
and they then turned towards their own distncfs Majlis i 
Mukram Malik Band i Mamilikdid not withdraw from attend 
anco on tho Sultan but accompanied him to tho capital , and by the

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Tlic anin of the capital, Bidar, who always resented the govern- 
ment of Jlajlis-i AIntram looked on the bmises of the SultAn and 
tlo sipromacy ot iinhh Barid, thinking that something might 
happen to the Snltln and that Maltk Band wonld then lay hands on 
the royal treasorcs and take pos«ies^ion of the capital and ita depend- 
encies, cooseqoeully in each bead melancholy forebodings arose, and 
in each heart secret desires Day and night their anxiety was by 
some stratagera to remOTe Mahk Band from the fortress of the 
capital 

In the niidat of this Shnjuat I^in, who was one of the principal 
oi3i»r», ran nway, earrying off with him two female elephants of the 
SuIUn’e for winch the latter had a special liking A nnmher of 
tho®c who complained of the government of Malik Band repre- 
sented to the seivanta of tbeSnlUn that Majhs i Makratn was the 
only person who had tfae power to go in pnr&ait of Sbnj i at ^ m 
and another advantage ui nominating him for the dnty was that 
expediency demanded it Tfae Salt m, according to their adnee, 
appointed Bartd i 3Iamalik to go in porsmt of Shnjd'at ^dn, 
Hdlik B irtd went in all hasto after Slioja at ^ in, and overtaking 
him, pat him to death , tbea carrying off the royal elephants with 
all the hofacs, baggage and other property of Shnj i*at Khan, 
retemed with great pomp and megntficcocc, and had the hononr 
of kissiDp the royal vcstihnb So each nilair that the atuvs had 
arranged tnmed ont exactly opposite to their wishes and intentions. 
Day hy day the power of Malik Barid in the affairs of State became 
greater and greater, till be brought into his ona hands the wbolo- 
of the government and the control of the army and the subjects.
